Children are disappearing 
from downtown Boston. Not that 
you don’t see an occasional child 
wandering around the Common 
or playing tag with the spray 
from a fountain at Government 
Center or Copley Square, but the 
odds are that these kids are from 
somewhere else, towed in from 
the suburbs by parents on shop- 
ping expeditions or teachers try- 
ing to show them How Govern- 
ment Works, or some such thing. 
And these odds are getting 
stronger with each passing year. 
In this part of Boston, the nu- 
clear family is obsolete. 

Downtown Boston has been 
making a comeback of sorts as a 
residential area. And if you 
listen long enough to the city 
planners at the Boston Redeve- 
lopment Authority (BRA), and if 
you walk around downtown for a 
couple of days and see what is 
there, and if you talk to some of 
the people who live there, you 
will conclude that this come- 
back results primarily from one 
major phenomenon which has 
caught on over the past 15 years. 
This phenomenon is not urban 
renewal. Urban renewal has pro- 
vided jobs downtown, but from 
1945 to 1970 the kind of people 
now moving into the downtown 
area were content to commute 
back and forth from the su- 
burbs. The thing that has got 
people moving into downtown 
Boston again is birth control. 

Oh, you will still find enclaves 


in Boston, notably Chinatown 
and the predominantly Italian 
North End, where people conti- 
nue to propagate the race. But 
there are problems. The living 
space is limited and is getting 
more expensive every year, des- 
pite rent control. The BRA says 
almost 40 percent of the fami- 
lies in Chinatown pay over 35 
percent of their incomes for 
housing. Despite the recent com- 
pletion of two large low-income 
apartment developments in the 
Chinatown-South Cove area, 
some Chinese are beginning to 
resettle outside the downtown 
area. And in the North End, the 
Italians are fending off affluent 
outsiders with less and _ less 
success as the months go by. 
People who work in Govern- 
ment Center and the financial 
district along Broad Street .are 
discovering that the North End 
is only five to 10 minutes away 
by foot, and that the neighbor- 
hood is clean and attractive. 
The comeback of downtown 
Boston as a living area is taking 
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place at a cost, and the people 
who wind up paying, as usual, 
are the low-income families, the 
ethnic enclaves, the people who 
continue to lead their lives the 
way their parents led their lives. 
The high cost of renting has be- 
gun to force the people who do 
not fit the moddern mold out of 
downtown. The people who are 
shoving them out are well-edu- 
cated young adults — affluent, 
chic, trendy and not disposed to- 
ward cluttering up their lives 
with children. In addition, older 
adults, also affluent and well- 
educated, are moving back into 
the city. Their children are 
grown and gone; sociologists call 
these people “empty-nesters.” 
Downtown Boston is an irre- 
gularly shaped area bordered by 
the Charles River and Storrow 
Drive to the Northwest, Mas- 
achusetts Avenue and the Mass- 
achusetts Turnpike to the South 
and Southeast, and the Harbor 
and waterfront areas to the East 
and Northeast. The resident po- 
pulation is 45,000 and rising. Ac- 


66 Most of these apartment dwellers live 
close to their work but. . . one out of four 
works outside the city and is, in effect, a 
reverse commuter.

cording to BRA statistics, the 
population of the entire city of 
Boston rose from 623,000 to 641,- 
000 between 1970 and 1973, with 
the downtown area accounting 
for about half of the increase. 
And the downtown skyline is ri- 
sing as fast as the population, 
with over a dozen office and re- 
sidential towers completed since 
1965 and many more on the 
drawing board. 

Like the rest of Boston, down- 
town is neighborhoods: the West 
End, the North End, the Water- 
front, Government Center, the 
financial district and the cen- 
tral business district radiating 
out from the intersection of Wa- 
shington and Franklin Streets, 
Beacon Hill, Park Square, the 
Back Bay, Chinatown and the 
South Cove. The BRA says 12 
percent of all the jobs in Mass- 
achusetts are in downtown 
Boston. And these people have 
suddenly created a demand for 
moderate to high-income hou- 
sing within walking distance to 
work. These are people who, 10 
years ago, would have stayed in 
town only long enough to amass 
enough money for a down pay- 
ment on a split-level home in the 
suburbs. The city, they would 
have told you then, is no place to 
bring up children. Many of them 
say the same thing now. But in- 
stead of moving out to the su- 
burbs to spawn, they are not 
spawning at all. The percentage 
of apartments occupied by one or

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Beyond 1984: 
Reconstructing 
Downtown 


The logic is straightforward: 
downtown ought to be attrac- 
tive if you expect to attract 
people there, and one of the 
ways to get it that way is 
through urban renewal. Pro- 
perly done, an urban renewal 
project will not only upgrade a 
particular site, but will also in- 
crease property values in the 
immediate vicinity and encou- 
rage further redevelopment. 

With that in mind, the 
Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority is promoting some ma- 
jor renewal ideas for the down- 
town area. Here’s a rundown: 

South Station. One 14-sto- 
ry office building is near com- 
pletion, and construction on a 
12-story building is scheduled 
to begin within weeks. Even- 
tually, the BRA hopes to turn 
South Station itself into the 
transportation center for the 
entire city; it is to become the 
terminal for Amtrak passenger 
operations, and the major bus 
lines serving the city are sche- 
duled to move from the Park 
Square area to South Station 
sometime in the future. The 
BRA envisions a new hotel and 
an additional office building in 
the South Station area, and 
possibly even an 18,000-seat 
sports arena, if Boston Bruins 
owner Weston Adams and who- 
ever owns the Celtics at any gi- 
ven moment ever get together 
and decide to go through with 
it. At the moment, it appears to 
be Adams who is blocking the 
arena, figuring (rightly) that as 
long as Bobby Orr and Phil 
Esposito are around, hockey 
will continue, however re- 


luctantly, to pay their way into 


shabby Boston Garden. 
The entire South Station 
project is in abeyance at the 


_ moment because the expected 


federal funding has not yet 
come through; it could be any- 
where from $10 million to $30 
million — or maybe nothing at 
all. 

The Lafayette Develop- 
ment. This.isn’t a BRA pro- 
ject, but a private one, with 
much of the financing provi- 
ded by an international consor-

tium. As first reported in the 
Phoenix on Feb. 25, the Jor- 
dan Marsh Corporation and 
the Sefrius Corporation of New 
York will finance four office 
towers, a new Jordan Marsh 
building, a retail promenade 
and a new parking garage. 

The new complex will cover 
at least five city blocks and will 
involve the demolition of most 
of the existing Jordan Marsh 
structures. Three existing 
parking garages with a com- 
bined capacity of 1700 cars will 
also be razed, to be replaced by 
the new garage with a 1500-car 
capacity. 

The project has yet to be offi- 
cially announced, but that 
should happen in April or May. 

Depressing the Artery. 
They’re no longer laughing at 
the notion of dropping the Cen- 


tral Artery underground all the 
way from North to South 
Stations — and with good rea- 
son. A BRA study recently la- 
beled the idea ‘feasible?’ and 
perhaps more importantly, the 
concept is strongly supported 
by Fred Salvucci, the state’s 
new transportation secretary. 
And the idea has several 
strong selling points: a major 
environmental improvement, it 
would also provide a lot of jobs 
for the hardhats, and as an in-

terstate highway, it might be 
accomplished with 90 percent 
federal funding. 

Quincy Market Area/Wa- 
terfront. About a month ago, 
Mayor White and James 
Rouse, of the Rouse Company 
of Columbia, Md., signed an 
agreement giving Rouse a 99- 
year lease on 43 buildings in 
the Quincy Market area. Rouse 
is scheduled to undertake ma- 
jor renovation in the area, 
eventually resulting in 150 re- 
tail shops, 20 restaurants and 
140,000 square feet of office 
space. Meanwhile, in the adja- 
cent Waterfront area, plans for 
a park and for up to 400 units of 
housing for the elderly have 
been approved after 11 years of 
wrangling among the BRA and 
various Waterfront and North 
End neighborhood groups. The 


BRA estimates the Waterfront 
population will reach 4000 by 
1980. 

Park Plaza. If this on-again, 
off-again monster project ever 
takes shape in Park Square, it 
will form a huge link between 
the central business district 
and the retail area of the Back 
Bay. 

Or, it might form a huge link, 
because these days there’s 
compromise talk about the 
scale of the project. For a de- 
tailed account of what’s hap- 
pened to date and where it all 
stands now, see the article on 
Park Plaza in this supplement. 

Liberty Tree. That, at least, 
is what the BRA planners call 
it; the rest of us know it as the 
Combat Zone, the problem 
child of downtown Boston. The 
Zone is a string of pornogra- 
phic bookstores, porno movie 
theaters and strip joints run- 
ning along Washington Street 
from Stuart to Bedford Street, 
just south of the central busi- 
ness district. 

City planners have given up 
their attempts to stamp out the 
Combat Zone: the official word 
now is that such “adult enter- 
tainment”’ has its proper place 
‘in a large and sophisticated 
city like Boston. So the policy 
has turned to containment. 
Keep the prostitutes and the 
pimps and the hustlers down 
there where they belong, so 
they won’t bother people. Beef 
up police patrols, particularly 
when the owners of Boston’s 
nearby legitimate theaters 
start complainging about the 
‘‘undesirables”’ that keep 
would-be theatergoers away. 
Announce a program to spruce 
up the area, give it a new name, 
“Liberty Tree,’ and plant five 
little trees on a new mall at the 
intersection of Washington and 
Boylston Streets.

two people is on the rise. Those 
45,000 downtown residents live 
in 26,000 housing units — fewer 
than two persons per dwelling. 

This lifestyle presents a defi- 
nite security problem. A large 
percentage of the apartments are 
empty during the day, giving 
burglars marvelous opportuni- 
ties to ply their trade. ‘“The 
burglary rate is attrocious,”’ says 
state representative Barney 
Frank (D.-Beacon Hill). 

Most, but not all, of these 
apartment-dwellers live close to 
their work but, according to the 
results of a survey the BRA took 
in 1973, one out of four works 
outside the city and is, in effect, 
a reverse commuter. Even given 
Boston’s weird geography — the 
shortest route from Brighton, a 
Boston neighborhood, to Jamai- 
ca Plain, another Boston neigh- 
borhood, is through Brookline, 
which is not a Boston neighbor- 
hood — this is a remarkable sta- 
tistic, indicating that some peo- 
ple enjoy city life enough to put 
up with the inconvenience of 
commuting. 

Numerous moderate to upper- 
income apartment develop- 
ments have sprung up to accom- 
modate this new, relatively 
childless clientele. Prudential 
Towers in the Back Bay, Charles 
River Park in the West End (the 
first major urban renewal area in 
the city), Harbor Towers along 
the Waterfront and Tremont on 
the Common are the largest. All 
but Harbor Towers have had no 
problem renting all available un- 
its; all but Harbor Towers re- 
port a vacancy rate of below 
three percent. And the problem 
at Harbor Towers is not the 
apartments themselves, but

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The Music Hall: 


Shot in the Arm or Shot in the Dark? 


Five months have passed 
since the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority first. an- 
nounced its proposal to reno- 
vate and transform the Music 
Hall theater downtown into the 
city’s first real opera house in 
almost two decades. And Sa- 
rah Caldwell, the feisty di- 
rector of the Opera Company of 
Boston, has spent the last five 
months saying she will have no 
part in it. 

It all depends on what you 
imagine to be a perfect night at 
the opera. Do you require the 
splendor of a Moorish movie 
palace and circular air condi- 
tioning? Or can you see your- 
self at intermission in the lobby 
of an opera complex made out 
of cinder blocks, hobnobbing 
with your friends, say, while 
poking dimes into the Coke 
machine? With its September 
proposal, the BRA is betting 
that the average operagoer still 
likes to hear Rigoletto amid 
plush trappings. 

“A real and exciting possibi- 
lity exists)’ BRA Director Ro- 
bert Kenney was quoted as say- 
ing last fall, of expanding the 
Music Hall, now used prima- 
rily by rock artists and local 
ballet companies, into a multi- 
service opera house. 

But Opera Company Di- 
rector Caldwell threatens, in- 
stead, to move into her own, 
privately financed, modern 
opera hall, which she intends to 
have designed along the lines of 
one of those fashionable cine- 
ma complexes. As Opera Com- 
pany President Laszlo Bonis 
put it, ‘““We’ve no Authority 
backing us, but we have a vi- 
sion of what would be a suita- 
ble new home for the Compa- 
ny, and the Music Hall isn’t it.” 


Bonis’s and Caldwell’s 
strongest reservations are fi- 
nancial. Kenney claims that a 
large portion of the projected 
expansion cost of $4.5 million 
would be borne by grants 
and the arts community. Under 
the BRA proposal, the Music 
Hall stage would be set back 
to 100 feet, the wings would be 
widened and a new loft to 
house modern staging equip- 
ment would be built. This part 
of the BRA plan, known as Op- 
tion I, would also include reno- 
vating dressing rooms, deve- 
loping more rehearsal space 
and refurbishing the Music 
Hall’s interior. 

But Bonis questions the 
wisdom of such an ambitious 
plan to improve a 45-year-old 
building. “I can’t see why we 
should put so much money into 
a theater built in 1930,’ he 
complains. ‘‘Or, for that 
matter, why the city should 
milk Boston art patrons for a 
theater not suitable for opera. 
But the city is saying: ‘Here it 
is, a panacea for the arts in 
Boston. Take it or leave it’ It’s 
nice that the city is thinking of 
the arts at all, I realize that. 
But we’re not going to encou- 
rage our contributors to help 
out with this project.” 

According to Bonis, the Mu- 
sic Hall’s acoustics are compa- 
rable to those of Hynes Audi- 
torium, good enough only “‘for 
auto shows.’ And since the 
sight line in the BRA’s original 
plan would extend some 200 
feet from the back row, Bonis 
believes that the Music Hall is 
simply too cavernous to pro- 
vide the intimacy with an au- 
dience that opera demands. 
Anticipating this complaint, 
the BRA’s Kenney had offered 


a supplementary proposal, Op- 
tion II (at an additional cost of 
$2.5 million), which detailed 
the development of an opera li- 
brary and rehearsal space as 
well as a provision for screening 
off a section of the house to re- 
duce the sight line to 100 feet. 

Bonis, however, isn’t inte- 
rested in these accommoda- 
tions, pointing out that the 
ideal sight line should be clo- 
eer to 75 feet. In addition, he 
says that “the BRA told us 


some curtains could be install- 
ed to split up the house but 
that wouldn’t radically change 
the acoustics.’ Bonis and 
Caldwell instead talk about a 
new facility which, while lack- 
ing the grace of traditional 
architecture, would more effec- 
tively fill their needs. Bonis 
described the ideal complex as 
being built of cinder blocks at 
low cost with no frills (‘they 
can leave the chandeliers and 
the gilding at the Music Hall’’). 
Under this plan, Bonis be- 
lieves the Company could erect 
four theaters sharing a common 
stage house: a large “general 
audience”’ theater seating 2000, 
a 300-seat “‘baroque”’ theater, a 
“chamber” theater for, say, 
Mozart, and an outdoor the- 
ater where “‘young people can 
sit around with blankets.” With 
this versatility, Bonis insists 
that the Opera Company can 
dust off the classics “‘without 
being stuffy — it’s designed 
with all, not just some of the 


public in mind.” 

Most idyllic. But is it feasi- 
ble? William Riseman, a 
Boylston Street architect who 
designed the Charles Cinema 
complex, has drawn up plans 
for a new hall. Retained by 
Bertram Drucker, the owner of 
the Orpheum theater, the 
current site of the Opera Com- 
pany of Boston, Riseman says 
the first step of Caldwell’s plan 
calling for a general audience 
theater and central stage house 


; 


could cost as little as three to 
five million dollars. “A twin 
complex is now under conside- 
ration,’ he says. But no final 
architect studies have been 
commissioned by the Com- 
pany, nor have they even be- 
gun to finalize suitable lo- 
cations. Among sites being con- 
sidered, according to architect 
Riseman, are a lot adjacent to 
the Boston Garden and lots on 
the Waterfront. Bonis also ex- 
presses an interest in some 
eight acres of Turnpike Autho- 
rity-controlled land near Cop- 
ley Plaza. 

Whether the city or state 
would even dream of selling or 
leasing any available property, 
no one can say. But George 
Cuker, president of the Kent 
Corporation, a construction 
consulting firm, and a director 
of the Opera Company of 
Boston, thinks the basic plan is 
“very feasible?’ He believes 
that with the staggered funding 
that a phased operation would

allow, “budgeting the whole 
thing definitely becomes re- 
alistic.” 

Just where that leaves the 
BRA and its Music Hall pro- 
posal is unclear. Without Sa- 
rah Caldwell as a tenant, the 
city’s opera center would be 
that in name only. And while 
Walter Pierce, director of the 
BU Celebrity Series (which 
arranges tours here for the 
Bolshoi Ballet and others), and 
Boston Ballet Chairman Harry 
Wilcott have publicly endorsed 
the BRA plan, Bonis is confi- 
dent of eventually dissuading 
them. 

In the next week or two, the 
BRA will unveil its final plan, 
based on a feasibility study 
done by Cambridge Seven, a 
local architectural firm, and 
interested members of the arts 
community are cautiously opti- 
mistic that Caldwell and com- 
pany can arrive at some com- 
promise with the BRA to save 
the project. ‘‘Definite so- 
lutions will be found to the 
problems that will — hope- 
fully — satisfy everybody,’ says 
John Thompson of the Boston 
Opera Association, which is re- 
sponsible for booking the Me- 
tropolitan Opera here. 

For reasons of his own, Bo- 
nis, too, is optimistic about his 
company’s proposal. ‘‘We don’t 
want to alienate anybody,’ he 
maintains, “especially since 
right now the Music Hall plan 
is the only ball game going in 
Boston.” Just how the Opera 
Company can avoid alienating 
the BRA is anybody’s guess un- 
til Sarah Caldwell makes 
known her feelings once the 
final feasibility study is re- 
leased. 

According to one BRA 


‘staffer, “If Sarah held out long 


enough, she might get what she 
wants.”

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their management. According to 
one City Hall source who deals 
with tenant complaints, Harbor 
Towers developer Theodore Be- 
renson ‘“‘must stay up nights 
thinking of ways to harass his te- 
nants.’ A woman newscaster for 
a local TV station returned to 
her Harbor Towers apartment 
late in January following a va- 
cation to find a summons 
awaiting her — she had not paid 
her rent by the 15th of the 
month. Apparently, this was ma- 
nagement’s idea of a friendly 
warning. 

Despite the problems at Har- 
bor Towers, not to mention the 
uncertain state of the economy, 
BRA officials are convinced that 
the demand for housing, parti- 
cularly expensive housing, will 
continue to grow in the down- 
town area. According to BRA 
spokesman Ralph Memolo, be- 
tween 11,000 and 22,000 ad- 
ditional apartments will be 
needed within the next 10 years 
to meet the demand — and the 
BRA has already identified sites 
for 13,000 new units. The BRA 
anticipates that the same type of 
people who have begun to domi- 
nate the downtown area over the 
past five years will continue to 
move in. ‘What is happening,’ 
says Memolo, ‘is Manhattani- 
zation, although I hate to use 
that word. In a way, we are a vic- 
tim of our own success.’ 

The BRA formula for this kind 
of success in the downtown area 
begins with the location of unde- 
veloped or ‘‘underdeveloped”’ 
land. Maybe it is a vacant lot, or 
maybe it is a bunch of shabby 
apartment houses — whatever it 
is, you can be sure it is not at- 
tracting enough tax dollars to 
the city’s treasury. This is im- 
portant, since the property tax is 
Boston’s only major source of in- 
come. This taking of underdeve- 
loped land is not a painless pro- 
cess. From 1960 to 1970 the 
downtown population shrunk by 
5000; the BRA estimates that 70 
percent of these people were forc- 
ed to move when the underdeve- 
loped housing in which they were 
living was torn down. Not so long 
ago, there were significant 
Italian and Jewish communities 
in the West End, but they were 
underdeveloped by BRA stan- 
drads, so now they are gone. 
Also, in the Southwest corner of 
downtown in the Back Bay, a 
number of apartment buildings, 
housing mostly students, came 
down to make way for the She- 
raton Plaza Hotel complex. 

(There is still a significant stu- 
dent population downtown, par- 
ticularly in the Back Bay — 
there are 14 colleges and junior 
colleges in the area — but the 
student population is on the de- 
cline and city officials say this is

not a bad thing. ‘“‘People who live 
here nine months of the year 
simply are not going to care as 
much about the upkeep of the 
neighborhood as people who live 
there all year round,’ says 
Memolo.) 

The next step in the revitali- 
zation of a downtown area is to 
find somebody to build office 
buildings, preferably at least 25 
stories high. This is crucial. In 
1960, five years before the com- 
pletion of the Prudential Tower, 
20,000 people worked in areas 
destined for, but not yet touched 
by, urban renewal. Some of these 
people had the audacity to work 
in low-paying factory-type jobs. 
A-motorist driving in to Boston 
from the North or West in 1960 
would immediately notice the 
golden dome of the State House, 
because there was nothing on the 
horizon to top it. (The five-story 
State House was not the tallest 
building in town, but located at 
the top of Beacon Hill, it had a 
head start.) Then, up went the 
Pru and after it a bunch of 
others: the State Street Bank, 
the Keystone Building, the First 
National Bank, the JFK Fede- 
ral Building, two state office 
buildings, One Beacon Street 
and the notorious Hancock 
Tower. Four others are in vari- 
ous stages of construction: the 
National Shawmut building, the 
new Federal Reserve Bank, the 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield head- 
quarters, and Sixty State Street. 
And in the future there will be 
others, possibly a 40-story 
building on Devonshire Street, 
for example, that would contain 
both office space and housing. 
The five-block area housing the 
Jordan Marsh complex will get a 
facelifting, including four new 
office towers, and the BRA has 
fond hopes for a possible 30 office 
tower sites, most of them in the 
financial district. (For more on 
the city’s building plans, see the 
accompanying box.) 

Over half of all the office space 
in the entire city of Boston has 
sprung into being since 1960. At 
the moment, seven-and-one-half 
percent of that office space is va- 
cant. The BRA is mildly apolo- 
getic about this. The buildings 
have been springing up so damn 
fast that the immediate need for 
offices has been satisfied. New 
York City, they will tell you 
smugly, has a vacancy rate of 18 
percent. Clients in Boston now 
have the luxury of being able to 
shop around for space, they say. 
Anyway, the skyscrapers will 
continue to spring up. 

The third and fourth steps in 
the revitalization process take 
place simultaneously: the con- 
struction of housing for all those 
office workers to live in, and the 
providing of a support system of 
goods and services varied enough 
to make the workers want to live 
in all that housing. 

We have already touched upon 
the major new apartment com- 
plexes. There is another way to 
provide desirable housing: reno- 
vation. Take the Hotel Ven- 
dome, for instance, or the Hotel 
Somerset — classy places at the 
turn of the century, but by the 
1960s faded shelters for tran- 
sients and a few long-time resi- 
dents — clean them up, put up 
some new walls and start renting 
or, in the case of the Vendome, 
selling condominiums. Over 1000 
condominiums have been built 
or renovated since 1969 in down- 
town Boston. They constitute in- 
vestments, and many middle- 
aged people choose to buy, ra- 
ther than to rent, when they de- 
cide to move back into the city. 
Condominium owners .need not 
fear rising rents, but there are a 
couple of other variables: the in- 
evitable property tax, and a 
built-in service fee which may,

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Park Plaza: 


Gone back to drawing boards, every one

You develop — out of necessi- 
ty and a touch of laziness — a 
journalistic shorthand for the 
long-running story. For years you 
refer to “the $266-million Park 
Plaza project,” throwing in an 
occasional variation like ‘Park 
Plaza, the controversial renewal 
plan for Park Square and the 
Combat Zone.” 

You find that your shorthand 
does not always work. You drop 
the Combat Zone reference when 
it becomes clear nobody’s really 
interested in redeveloping that 
area. You drop the $266 million 
label when someone points out 
the estimate is years out of date. 
And you find, in attempting to 
reduce a complex issue to simple 
terms and misrepresenting it in 
the process, that you are not 
alone. 

You are joined by the deve- 
loper, the mayor and the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA), all of whom smother the 
project in cliches. In the early go- 
ing their most frequently voiced 
argument was that the project 
would clean up the Combat 
Zone, a line that served them 
well until critics showed the 
Zone might never be touched un- 
der the Plaza plans. (You can 
say, at the usual risk of oversim- 
plification, that the project site 
now runs, roughly, along 
Boylston Street from Arlington 
to Tremont, and that the de- 
veloper’s plans call for the con- 
struction of a massive complex 
there which would include five 
high-rise towers.) 

Now with their Combat Zone 
claim shot down, the project’s 
supporters fall back on two stan- 
dards: first, the renewal of the 
“blighted” Park Square area 
(they neglect to say that the very 
announcement of this project 
has contributed to that 
“blight’’), and second, the new 
jobs the Plaza will create (they 
don’t say when, a vital question 
considering the deteriorating 
economy). 

Plaza opponents have their 
catch phrases as well. “Land- 
grab” is to be used at least once a 
speech, and every opportunity is 
to be taken to suggest that 
money's passing under the table, 
whether there's any evidence to 
that effect or not. But the ex- 
cesses of the opponents are un- 
derstandable: they do, after all, 
lack some of the tools of the 
other side — such as money, 
power and access to the media — 
and so they attempt to make up 
for those deficiencies with a bit 
of imagination. Take Bernie Bor- 
man’s Vietnam analogy, for ex- 
ample. 

“Our involvement in this 
thing’s like our involvement in 
Indochina,” says Borman, who, 
as chairman of the Civic Ad- 
visory Committee (CAC), a 
BRA-funded group of neighbor- 
hood representatives charged 
with ‘‘monitoring” the project, 
has become the most visible 
Plaza critic in the last year. 
“There was the same adoption of 
false notions at the start and the 
same oversell to follow it up. 
After the oversell, they can’t 
possibly admit they might have 
been wrong. Then, the opposi- 
tion comes along, both sides 
polarize and the BRA’s left sit- 
ting on a pack of lies.” 

Borman pauses for a monent, 
then is struck with a further 
idea. “Today,” he says, “today 
we're in the ‘peace with honor’ 
stage. We're trying to extricate 
ourselves.” 


The Developer and the Critic: Mort Zuckerman and Bernie Borman 


Borman must like the com- 
parison; he used it in a recent in- 
terview with the Phoenix and 
then repeated it at a public pan- 
el discussion on the project. The 
BRA’s head Plaza man, Deputy 
Director Stewart Forbes, must 
not like it, judging from his 
grimace when Borman brought it 
up. 

Strangely, though, Forbe’s 
very presence as a panelist was 
proof of sorts that the analogy 
has merit. Boston Mayor Kevin 
White last year named Forbes as 
Plaza project manager, re- 
placing BRA director Robert 
Kenney in that capacity. 
Kenney had perfected a singular 
style in dealing with Plaza critics 
(he scowled at them), but he had 
also run into a major stumbling 
block. He couldn’t, it seems, get 


along with designated developer 
Mort Zuckerman. Soon after 
Kenney clashed with his own 
board of directors on a Plaza-re- 
lated issue last summer, and the 
board took a position allegedly 
favored by Zuckerman, the axe 
fell and Kenney was relieved of 
his Plaza responsibilities. 

“That,” says Borman, “is 
power. If you have $300 million 
in new construction in the hands 
of one man [Zuckerman], that’s 
more power than William F. 
Callahan ever had.” 

For Zuckerman, the road to 
power, or at least the Plaza part 
of the route, has not been a par- 
ticularly pleasant one. He was 
working as a vice president at 
Cabot, Cabot and Forbes (CC 
and F), one of the city’s biggest 
development firms, when the 
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city announced in 1970 that it 
was resurrecting part of its High 
Spine planning concept, linking 
the downtown high rise towers to 
those of the Back Bay. “It was 
the same old elitist government 
notion of deciding what’s best,” 
says Borman, ‘with no one living 
or working in the area involved.” 

Zuckerman soon left his job, 
formed his own outfit, Boston 
Urban Associates, and devised a 
redevelopment plan for the Park 
Square area calling for three lux- 
ury apartment towers, a luxury 
hotel and an office tower. The 
plan pleased the mayor and the 
BRA and on March 22, 1971, 
Zuckerman’s firm was de- 
signated as the Plaza developer. 

A few years later, during one of 
those periods when the Plaza de- 
bate was especially heated, even

that original BRA designation 
was called into question. The 
president of Zuckerman’s old 
firm, Cabot, Cabot and Forbes, 
began spreading the word that 
the competition between de- 
velopers for the project had been 
a phony one, and that everyone 
knew Zuckerman would get the 
project all along. Soon after this 
paper reported those allegations, 
the mayor announced he was re- 
warding C C and F for its ne- 
gativism by delaying one of the 
firm’s big downtown projects. 

Back in 1971, Zuckerman 
could not have expected that he 
would ever have to deal with 
such stuff. Despite a growing op- 
position that centered around 
the scale of the project, its possi- 
ble wind and shadow effects on 
the nearby Common and Public 
Garden and its unknown 
finances, the Plaza sailed 
through the City Council in the 
waning days of the ’71 session. 
Just one more approval was ne- 
cessary, that of the usually 
docile state Department of Com- 
munity Affairs (DCA), but that 
one proved to be the major road- 
block. 

On June 9, 1972, newly re- 
cruited DCA Commissioner 
Miles Mahoney announced that 
his department had rejected the 
project because it failed to meet 
five out of the six state stan- 
dards, including financial sound- 
ness. (The only standard it did 
meet, the DCA said at that time, 
was that the site could only be 
assembled through the state’s 
power of eminent domain.) 
Shocked by the rejection, Mayor 
White called a press conference 
and acted like a wounded 
animal, charging everyone he

could think of with conspiring 
against him. But, for a while at 
least, Mahoney seemed to enjoy 
the full support of his boss, Gov. 
Francis Sargent. 

“If he [Sargent] wants this de- 
cision overruled,”’ said Mahoney 
at the time, “he'll have to get 
himself another commissioner.” 

A year later, under heavy 
pressure from the mayor and the 
job-conscious hardhat unions 
and confronted with a second re- 
jection of the project by 
Mahoney, Sargent did just that. 
His new commissioner was Lewis 
Crampton, an aspiring young 
bureaucrat, who did his best to 
rubber-stamp the Plaza plans. 
The first time he approved them, 
with a few weak conditions at- 
tached, Zuckerman rejected the 
offer for reasons which are still 
unclear. The second time 
around, though, Crampton fared 
better, and in March of last 
year, Zuckerman said he could 
live with Crampton’s second 
conditional go-ahead. 

“I never understood Cramp- 
ton’s motivations,” says Plaza 
critic Borman. “By imposing 
conditions, he seemed to think- 
he could make a bad plan into a 
good one. He was more or less 
acknowledging that the plan was 
bad, but he chose political fence- 
sitting. 

“TI don’t think that the public 
has been aware of the project in 
the past year. I’m quite disturb- 
ed by the amount of attention 
given this thing by the media 
when it was a sexy political 
issue, and by the lack of atten- 
tion in the past year. Basically, 
the Boston media don’t believe 
in followups. They want you to 
call a press conference.” 

Borman’s bitterness is under- 


standable; for the past year, he’s 
been one of the most active 
figures in the continuing Plaza 
process. He estimates he’s put in 
hundreds of hours of work for the 
CAC. As head of that group, Bor- 
man is in a position to know that 
there have been newsworthy 
Plaza developments since 
Crampton’s approval, whether 
the town’s media agree or not. In 
fact, the way Borman sees it, the 
BRA has been busy quietly re- 
planning the project. 

What’s happened springs from 
the most important condition 
Crampton attached to his ap- 
proval: the completion of an en- 
vironmental impact study for 
the project before the flashing of 
the final green light. That study 
is now underway, and the BRA 
appears to be using it as a vehi- 
cle for devising alternative Plaza 
plans. 

“Whether you call this process 
a ‘replanning’ is immaterial,” 
says the BRA’s Stewart Forbes. 
“The important thing is that 
we're using the environmental 
impact analysis to shape the 
future design of the project.” 

The “urban renewal plan” 
that Crampton OK’d last March 
was not a nuts and bolts pro- 
posal. On the amount of new 
construction to be put up, for ex- 
ample, the “plan” merely sets an 
upward limit of about six million 
square feet. So, in trying to 
evaluate the impact of such a 
vague entity, the BRA has been 
forced to get more specific. It has 
taken a range of five different 
densities, or levels of construc- 
tion, and drawn up proposals 
which it considers financially 
feasible for each. The resulting 
alternatives range from one call- 
ing for about a million square 
feet of new development in Park 
Square (the BRA, strangely 
enough, calls this the ‘‘no-build” 
option), all the way up to one 
allowing a density of six million 
— including five high-rise towers 


— on the entire 10-acre site from 
Arlington to Tremont Streets. 

The six million alternative is 
the only one which would call for 
all five of Zuckerman’s towers. 
At the five million level, the 
number of towers drops to three, 
and at four million, one of the 
msot controversial Plaza towers 
— a 450-foot deal at the corner of 
Arlington and Boylston Streets 
— would also be eliminated. If 
built, that tower would border 
directly on Boylston, and the 
shadow it would cast on the ad- 
jacent Public Garden has been a 
major source of concern to the 
project’s critics from the start. 

Under most of the alter- 
natives, construction would be 
done in several stages — begin- 
ning in Park Square, then mov- 
ing to the vicinity of the Eliot 
Street garage and finally to the 
Statler-Hilton area. As the BRA 
envisions it, each stage could 
stand on its own, an important 
item if the developer ever 
dropped out of the picture or if 
the powers that be sought, as a 
compromise, to build a less 
massive project. 

In doing all of this, the BRA 
reviewed the project’s original 
design objectives, a review, says 
the BRA, which developer 
Zuckerman could construe as “‘a 
change in the rules midway 
through the game.” 

But CAC chairman Borman is 
not impressed. ‘“‘What they’re 
doing now is what should have 
been done four years ago,” he 
says. “It’s simply a process in- 
tended to endorse their plan 

Ultimately, the govern- 
ment will do what it wants any- 
way.” 

Borman isn’t alone in saying 
nasty things about the BRA and 
Park Plaza these days. Reports 
presented to the CAC by its con- 
sulting firm, the Cambridge- 
based Justin Gray Associates, 
have been sharply critical as 
well. Not only has the BRA 


allotted insufficient time and 
money to the environmental 
study, says one Gray report, but 
the very idea of doing such a 
study on a non-existent de- 
velopment proposal was ‘“ab- 
surd” in the first place. 

And that’s not all: the BRA’s 
methods for determining the 
project’s financial feasibility are 
equally shoddy, according to a 
recent Gray report. The BRA’s 
analysis of the market for the 
Plaza — which is supposed to de- 
termine what rents developer 
Zuckerman can charge and get 
away with — “does not take into 
account severe and apparently 
long-term changes in both pop- 
ulation trends and economic 
conditions which have taken 
place recently.”” The BRA’s 
analysis of the developer’s costs 
in building and maintaining the 
complex, Gray says, is not an 
analysis at all, ‘only an assump- 
tion.”’ The BRA’s financial 
analysis, a comparison between 
expected costs and returns, 
“does not indicate the risks in- 
volved for either the developer 
for the community, since it con- 
siders only the extraordinary 
case where all goes as expected.” 
Since the answer to the major 
question — whether Park Plaza 
is financially feasible or not. — 
depends entirely on the validity 
of the preceding stepts, Gray 
concludes: ‘‘... the BRA 
feasibility test can be of no 
value.” 

The BRA’s Stewart Forbes 
can’t help but be aware of all this 
criticism, but he defends the 
work he’s supervised as ‘‘a 
reasonable framework for future 
decisions.” 

‘“‘We’ve attempted,’ said 
Forbes recently, ‘‘to see where 
there might be a_ breakpoint 
-where we have a feasible project 
with lesser density. I do not 
question that Park Plaza may be 
subject to a political com- 
promise,” he went on, “but I 


have no problems with that.” 

The admission that a com- 
promise is within the realm of 
possibility recognizes that there 
are some new actors in the Plaza 
drama these days. Gov. Francis 
Sargent and Lewis Crampton are 
no longer with us, and the man 
who must now give the final go- 
ahead on the project is William 
Flynn, secretary of communities 
and development under Gov. 
Michael Dukakis. And Flynn, it 
develops, is talking compromise. 

“‘We’re not necessarily in favor 
of Park Plaza,” said Flynn in a 
recent interview with the 
Phoenix. “But we do feel that 
something should be done in the 
Park Square area. We feel that 
since it’s generally recognized 
that Park Square is a blighted 
area, we should take an 
aggressive role in trying to find a 
compromise, if there is one.” 

The environmental ruling 
which he must take, Flynn said, 
“could be worded in such a way 
as to prohibit development 
above a specific density.” 

Flynn has apparently done 
some homework on the project. 
He is aware of the CAC’s 
criticisms, and he noted that 
“anyone who knows anything 
about it recognizes that the Park 
Plaza process is being done back- 
wards.” 

And while Flynn’s com- 
promise talk appears genuine, 
such a compromise would have 
to be OK'd by developer Zucker- 
man, the mayor and — if years of 
litigation are to be avoided — by 
the project’s opponents as well. 
That, it is clear, would require a 
good deal of time and political 
maneuvering. 

It could happen, but the long 
history of Park Plaza teaches 
skepticism at the first report of 
an approaching “‘solution.”’ That 
appears to be one of the lessons 
of the | ng-running story: don’t 
discount the possibility that it 
may run on forever.

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The Powers That 


Our Top 10 


By Michael Ryan 

God only knows what started it all, 
what half-mad chromosome barged out of 
line and formed the crazy primal urge 
that led us down the road we travel. We 
will never know where, in the pre-Dar- 
winian protozoic slime, the lust for power 
oozed its way into the fabric of human- 
kind, producing monsters, villains, mani- 
acs and homo sapiens. We will never rid 
ourselves of it. 

The lust for power. Belgians and Greeks 
have it. Even nice young men who sell an- 
tiques have it. Bob Dylan has it (in Blood 
on the Tracks he sets himself up as a 
Christ figure). Charlie Manson had it. Ri- 
chard Nixon told us, in his tear-stained 
valedictory, that he had never taken a dis- 
honest dollar, and some believed him. 
Power was his narcotic, not lucre. 

Albert Schweitzer went to Africa and 
made himself the Great White Father; 
Joan of Arc went to Paris and made the 
Dauphin her lackey. 

Etcetera, etcetera, etc. 

Power is an often misunderstood com- 
modity. The civil service is peppered with 
deputy grants managers who will never 
rise higher because, at the first whiff of 
power, they chose to strut their stuff ra- 
ther than lie low, consolidating, accumu- 
lating more chips, making the next move. 
Power is not Vuitton luggage; neither is it 
overtipping to get a good table at the Ritz. 
The most powerful people never have to 
bully their subordinates or jockey their 
way to recognition. To the truly pow- 
erful, power is like a second skin. 

There are many roads to power, most of 
them wondrous strange — as wondrous 
and as strange as the powerful them- 


selves. We have, of necessity, limited 
ourselves in the following list to people 
whose power is exercised downtown — the 
people who make the heart of the city 
beat. Some of them are members of the 
Establishment — whatever that is — 
others are clearly not. Many of them know 
most of the others on the list; some of 
them know only one or two. A few could 
buy and sell Croesus; a few are probably 
struggling to meet the mortgage pay- 
ments with 1969 dollars. But all of them 
— all of them — have one thing in com- 
mon. The ability to monarchize, be feared 
and kill with looks. Most of them would 
never think of monarchizing; most of 
them are probably completely unaware 
that they are feared. Power does that to a 
person. 

Perhaps the ultimate test of power is 
whether others couch their actions in 
terms of their anticipated effect on the 
Powerful One. If Smith won’t run for Go- 
vernor because you might be irritated, if 
Jones won't lower the prime rate because 
it might upset your digestion, if Brown 
won't produce a show you might not like, 
then, dear friend, you have Power. Use it 
wisely. Abuse it, and you'll lose it. 

It is almost impossible to achieve pow- 
er if you pursue it openly. For this reason, 
elected officials rarely have power. If Mi- 
chael Dukakis behaves himself, he might 
make the list someday. Kevin White 
might have made it once, but he can ne- 
ver make it again. In his quadrennial runs 
to hold on to his job, he has diffused so 
much of his power, overcommitted him- 
self, promised himself to too many people. 
A congressperson can get a smidgeon of 
power, but only by courting it assidu- 


ously within the Capitol, and never 
without committing a substantial amount 
of it in advance to any number of 
colleagues. 

Power is also fickle. A few weeks ago, 
Ed King would have been near the top of 
the list of Powerful Bostonians.Today, the 
czar of the Port Authority, toppled from 
his throne, couldn’t use his power for a 
free ride on the subway. Frank Sargent, a 
skillful behind the scenes manipulator, 
would have made the list, had the voters 
not taken his aegis away from him. And 
Richard Cardinal Cushing would have 
made the list, but his successor never 
could — power follows the person, not the 
office. 

Our list is unscientific, although, we 
think, fairly accurate. We compiled it 
from observation, from conversation and 
from an informal poll of some middle-le- 
vel movers and shakers around town. The 
people on the list are people who exercise 
power in the downtown area; some state 
or federal officials might have made a list 
with a larger geographical base, and some 
people like Dick Sinnott or the Vara Bro- 
thers could only make a list as restricted 
as this one is. 

The people on this list come from a 
number of backgrounds, professions and 
attitudes. Although it may be pre- 
sumptuous to call them the most pow- 
erful people in the city, it certainly is fair 
to say that they are representative of a 
power structure. They know the ropes, 
they know who they are, they know how to 
use their power. Almost any one of them 
could get a ticket fixed. Almost none 
would bother. 

That’s power. 


1. Richard Hill, First 


National Bank 


Chairman, 


As any good 
Marxist knows, 
capital is 
power. Richard 
Hill controls 
more capital 
than anybody 
else in town; 
hence, he tops 
our list. 

Hill, as 
chairman of 
a the First Na- 
tional Bank, 
controls the 
only truly national financial operation in 
New England, an operation whose hold- 
ing company, the First National Boston 
Corporation, is worth $8,713,752,000 — 
give or take a mil. People in New York, 
Chicago, San Francisco and Washington 
make it a point to know what the First is 
doing. When the First adjusts its prime 
rate, people take notice. When other large 
(by Boston standards) commercial insti- 
tutions such as State Street and New 


. England Merchants play money games, 


fewer people notice. 

First National is not the most innova- 
tive bank in town, nor the most popular, 
nor the sexiest. A good thick layer of 
Boston fustian cloaks most of its ope- 
rations, and it is highly unlikely that you 
will ever see Richard Hill on your televi- 
sion pushing electric blankets and alarm 
clocks for new depositors. It’s not that 
he’s too snobbish. It’s just that he’s pro- 
bably busy in Washington talking to 
Arthur Burns about the money supply. Or

2. Robert Kiley, Deputy Mayor 

Bob Kiley, 
as any devo- 
ted follower of 
the National 
Caucus of La- 
bor Commit- 
tees propa- 
ganda must 
know by now, 
came to this 
city from the 
CIA.

When Phelps came to the Globe from 
The New York Times a short while ago, 
staff reporters trembled.

Louise has more influence over this bloc of 
votes than anybody else in town. 

Her last two mayoral campaigns have 
been close runs against Kevin White, and 
the downtown money is betting that she 
will keep her flowery hat out of the race 
this year. Don’t mortgage your house to 
wager on that, though. The two an- 
nounced major candidates, Sheriff Tho- 
mas Eisenstadt and State Representa-

As proprietor of the Garden, how- 
ever, Adams puts a padlock on his place on 
the most powerful list. Virtually everybody 
in the city pays his share of tribute to 
Adams at least once a year, in the form of a 
Bruins or Celtic ticket, or a ticket to the 
Beanpot tournament or a rock concert or the 
circus or the Ice Capades or . . . You name 
it, and Weston Adams has probably made 
money from it. 

And money is power. 


10. Elma _ Lewis, Director, National 
Center of Afro-American Artists 

Here is the 
surprise entry 
on the top 10 
list. Our re- 
presentative 
sampling of 
the Boston Es- 
tablishment, 
drawn from se- 
veral fields of 
endeavor, all 
named Elma 
Lewis as a no- 
minee to the 
list. The rea- 
son is simple: 
the city is fill- 
ed with people who have nothing in com- 
mon but a healthy fear of Elma Lewis. 

Ms. Lewis is more than just a national 
figure in the arts community, she is also, 
by all accounts, a terror in the board 
room. Everybody we talked to agreed on 
one thing: nobody could say “‘no”’ to Elma 
Lewis. Whether she asks for facilities, 
space, time or simply money, Ms. Lewis 
gets what she wants; downtown is afraid 


And fear can be power, too. 
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The Also-Rans 


Not everybody with power can fit on the 
top 10 list. Some of the close runners-up 
are people like Tom Sampson, who heads, 
among other things, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Boston 200 Cor- 
poration. Sampson, Boston’s homegrown 
version of a businessman/statesman, can 
get pretty much what he wants in town. 
Vernon Alden of the Boston Company, a 
soft-spoken, congenial former educator 
who devotes much of his energy to good 
causes and charities, is another powerful 
figure in the Boston Establishment, al- 
though not one who wields power care- 
lessly or ruthlessly. 

Bay Village and the Combat Zone are 
also downtown, and in Bay Village and 
the Combat Zone, power means the Vara 
brothers. Unlike some of the other people 
on this list, these charming people are not 
likely to appear on corporate directorates 
or run the United Fund. Just what their 
holdings are is unclear; they seem to con- 
trol, through dummy corporations, all or 
part of a vast agglomeration of gay bars, 
strip joints and porno bookshops. They 
also seem to have had no trouble at City 
Hall with licenses and other petty details 
— no trouble, that is, until Garrett 
Byrne’s recent foray against several strip 
bars in the Combat Zone, which were 
cited for everything from serving drinks 
after hours to setting up customers for 
pickpockets to providing space for unna- 
tural acts (i.e. fellatio). Prior to the Byrne 
charges, no one knew precisely how pow- 
erful the Varas were. Now, if they ma- 
nage to sidestep the DA, the Varas may 
prove to be more powerful than anybody 
on the top 10 list. 

Dick Sinnott is a power downtown. The 
licensing commissioner, self-appointed 
censor and Channel 7 commentator is a

genial, salty-mouthed man who can, 
almost at will, close down any perfor- 
mance or public event he doesn’t like. He 
has progressed from the days when Who's 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf? was darkened, 
but followers of the Jackson Five, whom 
Sinnott kept from performing at the Gar- 
den, do not necessarily think that Mr. 
Sinnott is a nice man. 

Another man who might have made the 
top 10 list is Robert Kenney, the execu- 
tive director of the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Agency. Mr. Kenney’s name was 
first mentioned in our informal poll when 
we told a city official we were thinking of 
putting one of his deputies on the list. 
“Oh, no,” the city official insisted. ‘‘[ X|]: 
has power in that he can screw up in his 
own area, but Bob Kenney can screw up 
the whole city.” 

And screwing up can be power.

and does, climb as time goes on. 

(Two areas adjacent to down- 
town Boston are also experi- 
encing mild housing come- 
backs: about 10 years ago, people 
with moderately solid incomes 
began to discover and buy 
brownstones in the South End, 
and more recently, the same sort 
of phenomenon has caught on in 
Charlestown. ) 

OK, we have buildings for peo- 
ple to work in and buildings for 
people to live in. Now, we need 
places for these people to buy 
groceries and clothing and other 
essentials, and we need places — 
stores, galleries, restaurants, 
nightclubs, theaters — where 
they can have fun. Growth cre- 
ates growth; before the advent of 
the Prudential Tower, the Back 
Bay retail district was mostly be- 
tween Arlington and Clarendon 
Streets. Now, it stretches all the 
way from Arlington Street to 
Massachusetts Avenue. And a 
majority of the stores cater to the 
affluent incomes and trendy 
tastes of the area’s residents. 
Take Newbury Street, for exam- 
ple, with its approximately 21 
art galleries (‘‘approximately,’ 
because art galleries have a way 
of appearing and disappearing 
on short notice, particularly dur- 
ing difficult times) and 25 clo- 
thing stores. In addition, there 
are specialty shops of all sorts — 
rugs, chess, bathroom accesso- 
ries. The possibilities for spen- 
ding money on Newbury Street

are enough to keep even the most 
energetic trend-chasers happy 
indefinitely. And if you throw in 
the Prudential Center and the 
rest of Boylston Street from 
Arlington to Mass. Ave., you 
wind up with a total of 325 stores 
and restaurants. 

By far, the largest concentra- 
tion of retail outlets in Boston, 
however, is in the central busi- 
ness district, dominated by the 
two huge department stores, Fi- 
lene’s and Jordan Marsh. In this 
area are jammed over 400 re- 
staurants, not to mention over 
100 jewelry outlets and more 
than 50 shoe stores. Part of the 
area is scheduled for a major 
facelifting (see box). 

Just how shoppers and resi- 
dents get around downtown is 
significant, because it is be- 
coming more and more difficult 
to keep a car in Boston. Accor- 
ding to a 1973 BRA survey, over 
40 percent of the downtown 
apartment dwellers walk to 
work, and 90 percent can get 
from home to work in half an 
hour or less, indicating a growing 
reliance on public transpor- 
tation. Meanwhile, the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency is 


trying to find ways to limit au- 
tomobile use in the city; parking 
meter fees in congested retail 
areas are up from 10 cents to 25 


cents, and although the BRA’ 


planners express some concern 
about accommodating out-of- 
town shoppers, the emphasis in 
planning for the future is defi- 
nitely not on expanded parking 
facilities. Add to these factors 
the rising cost of operating an 
automobile, and you come up 
with a growing number of one- 
car (rarely used) or no-car house- 
holds downtown. 

At this point downtown resi- 
dents constitute only 25 percent 
of the downtown work force, with 
the other 75 percent consisting of 
commuters. But the BRA ex- 
pects the downtown population 
to increase by over 50 percent 
during the next 10 to 15 years. 
And so, affluent and childless, 
the new city dweller will de- 
termine the tone and quality of 
life in downtown Boston for de- 
cades to come. And who knows? 
Perhaps, the quality of life will 
even bring back downtown’s 
missing element, and the nu- 
clear family will make a come- 
back.

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The Spices Life 


A mini-tour of downtown shopping 


By Agnes Clark 

Some people claim to have ne- 
ver set foot downtown, citing 
Shreve’s on Boylston and the 
Ritz on Newbury as the bounda- 
ries of their shopping ventures. 
What they miss. Do they know 
that Boylston and Newbury are 
antiseptic compared to the 
downtown shopping district. For 
one thing, there are no odors in 
those refined parts of town. 

Downtown, in the crush of hu- 
manity, there is the smell of peo- 
ple. Sometimes, of course, it can 
be positively overwhelming. But 


go down on a cold winter day 


when Washington Street is 
crowded and pedestrians stream 
out of Temple Place and Winter 
Street, and you can sniff the 
wool and the tweed jackets, the 
slick raincoats, as you jostle with 
the crowds. From the stores 
come the smells of the goods they 
sell: the wonderful odor of cheap 


popcorn and food that drifts 
along Washington Street as you 
pass the dime shops. Open the 
door to the annex of Jordan 
Marsh and the heady, rich smell 
of freshly ground coffee pulls you 
in, as does the powerful aroma 
of garlic pickles at the door of 
Crown Food, an eatery on School 
Street where businessmen, pro- 
fessionals and workmen gather 
for corned beef sandwiches at 
noon. It is not unusual there to 
see men in three-piece suits with 
well-polished shoes belly up to 
the counter to sip coffee dispens- 
ed by a burly attendant who 
wears a gold tooth on a chain 
around his neck. 

Downtown is a man’s world. 
There are women around, of 
course, but it doesn’t take long to 
figure out that women have no 
status there. The libbers may be 
alive and well elsewhere, but in 
downtown Boston they are only a 


theory. 

One sign of male dominance is 
the blatant way the young exe- 
cutives in their polyester suits 
stare at pretty young women on 
the street. Their stare is 
possessive, openly appraising, 
the kind of look that happened in 
Hollywood movies in the era 
when Gable was an idol and the 
story line usually involved the 
battle of the sexes. On male-do- 
minated turf this kind of stare is 
still safe. It would not happen on 
Newbury Street, where the bou- 
tiques are symbols of female pur- 
chasing power and the woman a 
guy looks at is likely to be a 
young woman working her way 
up the job ladder. Downtown, 
there are only two groups of wo- 
men who have the air of self- 
importance worn by people who 
have made it in a profession — 
the meter maids and the 
hookers.

Downtown, some of the reali- 
ties of life are more striking than 
they are along Newbury and 
Charles Streets. On Washington 
Street, a one-legged man with 
crutches stands in the shelter of 
a doorway, holding out a cup to 
passersby. Down the block, past 
Smith’s Corset Shop, with the 
heart-shaped G-strings in the 
window, is the newsstand guy 
who gives the cops the daily run- 
down on the action in the street.

clear off his table. 

The merchandise sold in the 
stores downtown reflects the 
atmosphere there. It is substan- 
tial stuff, and even when it is 
whimsical, so is the price. At 
stores in fancier parts of town, 
you pay for the citrus yellow 
paint on the wall and the tinted 
glass of the shop window. Down- 
town, the stores have no parti- 
cular decor. The favorite deco- 
rator color there is institutional 
gray, although there is a green 
variation. Merchandising gim- 
micks are practically non- 
existent — what you are buying 
is in the display case, not in 
some elaborate display that 
makes you want things you real- 
ly don’t need. 

There is a rumor that the main 
clientele downtown consists of 


cozy-looking wives in outdated 
hats and tweed coats who can be 
seen churchmousing along Wa- 
shington Street. The older crea- 
tures of this breed often seem as 
frail as autumn leaves. The myth 
of their fragility is dispelled the 
minute they step off the curb, 
paying no attention to traffic 
lights, telling motorists all about 
their right to jaywalk. These pi- 
geon-like creatures in their du- 
rable wool coats are a hearty 
breed that flourishes in Boston. 
It is a breed suspicious of gim- 
micky merchandise, one that ex- 
pects quality and tradition in 
goods, and the reason, you 
suspect, why embroidered anti- 
macassars and pure linen dish 
towels can still be found in the 
dry goods stores downtown. 

To shop here, you don’t really 


need money. Oh, sure, if you go 
there to buy something specific, 
money helps. But this is not the 
sort of place where you rue your 
misfortune because you can’t af- 
ford the baubles in the shop win- 
dows. In downtown stores no 
sales clerk will look down his 
nose if a customer just wants to 
browse. 

What you do need downtown 
are your own two feet. That is 
the only way to mingle with the 
life there. How else to properly 
explore side streets with such 
evocative, simple names as Milk, 
School and Winter? 

So come on a shopping tour of 
downtown Boston. You may or 
may not know the stores there, or 
you might have others you pre- 
fer. But because of the atmo- 
sphere, the merchandise they 
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sell and the character of the peo- 
ple who run them, these con- 
cerns are necessary stops on any 
list: 

The first is Jack’s Trick and 
Joke Shop, at 4a Park Sq.

mons. 

Over the years Bengin has 
supplied makeup and props for 
stage shows, has come up with 
novelty idéas for ad agency com- 
mercials and promotions and has 
always been willing to suggest a 
gag to customers seeking gift 
ideas. 

Now, rubber nose firmly in 
place, head down Boylston, 
along Tremont, and turn in at 
West Street until you reach No. 
5. Here is the Brattle Book 
Shop, a used-book shop that is 
something of an institution in 
Boston. Owner George Gloss pro- 
bably won’t be startled by your 
rubber nose. Even an outra- 
geous rubber mask could not ruf- 
fle this man, who has withstood 
the ravages of urban redevelop- 
ment, having been forced in the 
past 15 years to move his busi- 
ness three times. Over 350,000 
used books are crammed into 
five stories at the store — a book 
junkie’s dream. The price is right 
for just about any book you 
want, because George’s prices 
are reasonable. 

And, oh, what books. There 
are novels by Hemingway, a 
Dickens section, beautiful art 
books and a cook book section 
that includes a 1910 tome called 
The White House Cookbook. On 
the shelves holding books about 
women, a label with the word 
“ladies” has two lines through it 
and has been replaced with one 
saying, simply, The 
children’s book section has such 
golden oldies as Robin Hood, 
The Count of Monte Cristo and 
The Secret Garden. Old editions 
of classics, illustrated by Arthur 


Rackham and Kate Greenaway, 


sometimes appear on these 
shelves, but they disappear 
quickly because George has re- 
gular customers who collect 


them. Back issues of Life are 
available, at $1.50 for ones from 
the 30s and 50 cents for more re- 
cent magazines. Old issues of 
Fortune, with its starkly beauti- 
ful covers, cost $2.50, and there 
is also an in-depth selection of 
National Geographics. You can 
look and look here, and the staff 
will not disturb you. Gloss is a 
man with a heart of gold, but if 
he seems abrupt when you bring 
him your old paperbacks to sell 
(the store takes in some 2000 
books weekly), it is only because 
he knows books well and has a 
firm idea of what he wants in his 
store. The great selection of 
reading matter at the Brattle re- 
flects the high level of taste Gloss 
maintains. 

Retrace your steps back up 
West Street and wander up Tre- 
mont until you reach Bromfield 
Street. At the corner stands The 
Cheese Shop. Here you find 
longhorn cheddar with garlic and 
Danish feta, as well as the more 
commonly known Greek vari- 
ety, French goat cheese, and 
Irish cheddar as well as Ver- 
mont. All manner of cracker is 
also available, with heavy 
emphasis on the very British 
Carr’s and Jacob’s biscuits. Can- 
dies, teas and jams can also be 
found, as can what the store ma- 
nager describes as the “best” 
cheese cake. Claims about 
cheese cake being what they are, 
you will have to plunk down your 
own $2.29 per pound and to try 
this one yourself. One of the de- 
lights at the Cheese Shop is the 
service: the salespeople are brisk 
and savvy about cheese, and a 
little sassy, in the nicest way. 
They will gladly measure out a 
50-cent chunk of longhorn with 
garlic to munch as you make 
your way down Bromfield. 

At No. 37 is the Bromfield 
Pen Center, a 25-year-old con- 
cern that sells only pens and 
ink. It is a nice place in which to 
browse, especially if you are into 
pens. Some people like a very 
thin pen, one with a narrow tip 


and a slender shape, to produce 
the chicken’s feet strokes they 
call their signature. Others, how- 
ever, who would break out in a 
rash at the idea of being forced to 
write with a skinny pen, want a 
chunky one to bring forth the 
bold signature with which they 
announce themselves to the 
world. Whichever way you sign 
yourself, the Bromfield Pen 


Center can probably find some- 
thing to make your signature 
look better than that made by 
the pens you keep stealing from 
work. The store has a full line of 
Pentels, including the original 


felt-tip pen that is fatter than a 
Flair and a dime less. The assort- 
ment of fountain pens ranges 
from those under two dollars to 
the fancy, French-made Mont- 
blanc, which has a beautifully 
engraved, gold-filled nib, and, at 
$75, is a handsome devil. If your 
old Waterman or Schaeffer isn’t 
what it used to be, Bromfield’s 
will not force a new fountain pen 
on you. Instead, they will pro- 
duce George, the resident pen 
fixer. “‘George is here every day,” 
volunteered the little white- 
haired lady behind the counter, 
“except between one p.m. and 
two p.m., when he goes to lunch. 
George can give you a new nib, 
that’s what that gentleman over 
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there wanted. Or, you might 
need a new bladder. We call that 
a bladder job.” 

A new pen needs notebooks, 
scratch pads and other kinds of 
cheap paper for scribbling. Ergo, 
head for Woolworth’s, at 350 
Washington St. This is one of the 
best bargain places on the street, 
where you can make at least 
three purchases before you’ve 
spent a dollar — and that’s a real 
feat these days. T-shirts are an 
especially good buy at Wool- 
worth’s. A counter at the front of 
the store sells them for men and 
boys. The men’s sizes cost $3.57, 
the boys’ sizes are $2.97. Wool- 
worth’s will hot-press them with 
those rubbery emblems, like the 
fried egg on each boob, which 
has become a classic in T-shirt 
fashion. 

The candy counter at Wool- 
worth’s is a mind boggler, its 
glass display cases filled with 
such items as jelly beans, red hot 
dollars, Mexican hats, candy 
pipes, lemon drops, jumbo gum 
drops, jube jels, licorice buttons 
and candy corn. Take a bag of 
them along as you head out the 
door to Boston’s venerated de- 
partment stores. There, you can 
see the women rummaging 
through the bargain tables in Fi- 
lene’s basement, fussing over the 
delicacies at Jordan’s and the li- 
nens at Gilchrist’s. 

At the housewares annex of 
Jordan’s, you will find the kind 
of solid merchandise that the 
hearty breed lives by. It is very 
tempting stuff. The jam counter 
in the food department, for in- 
stance, offers apricot, peach and 
blueberry preserves, lemon and 
lime marmalade, apricot jam 
flavored with brandy, plum jam 
flavored with rum and all sorts of 
honey. At the pastry counter 
nearby, try the bran muffins. 
They are fat, filled with fruit (so 
that they taste like fruit cake in- 
stead of the usual dry old bit of 
bran) and cost only a quarter. 
One of the best departments in 
the annex is the one on the third 
floor that sells kitchenware and 
gadgets. This is a place where 
you can splurge on a pastry tube 
and buy at least 15 varieties of 
decorating tips for it. It is also a 
place where you can find inex- 
pensive, well-made colanders —

very hard to come by these days 
— as well as several counters fill- 
ed with gadgets costing 88 cents 
and less. 

Across the street from Jor- 
dan’s at Gilchrist’s, is a linen 
department with some of the 
best bargains around. You can 
find whole tables full of close-out 
sheets in pseudo-denim, bold flo- 
rals and offbeat colors like pur- 
ple and brown. And for Mickey 
Mouse fans, there are Mickey 
Mouse sheets, complete with 
Minnie in her oversized high 
heels. 

If you have a notion that 
notions are trivial, the thought 
will be removed by a visit to the 
Windsor Button Shop at 36 
Chauncy St., just behind Jor- 
dan’s. Windsor branches are now 
located in the suburbs, but this 


is the original store, which has 
been in the same location for 37 
years. It is staffed with a flock of 
dear old things, probably there 
as long as the store, who bustle 
about in pink nylon smocks. 
An incredibly large selection of 


’ buttons, zippers, threads, wools 


and yarns greets the eye. Co- 
lored felt lines one shelf. Se- 
quins by the yard are arranged 
along another wall. And ribbons 
— Windsor’s has striped ribbons 
in brown, red and pink, plaid 
ribbons in every kind of color 
combination, to say nothing of 
velvet ribbons in every color. 
Windsor’s can usually satisfy the 
most demanding customer; we 
watched as a young man with a 
pierced ear and a gold bracelet 
picked through the corded 
velvets until a saleswoman found 
him exactly what he wanted. 

A match for the little old la- 
dies who staff Windsor’s can be 
found in the little old men work- 
ing at Snyder’s Army Navy 
Store at 601 Washington St. 
They are wonderfully pinched- 
face, snaggy-toothed, red-nosed 
characters who will stand by 
while you try on every kind of 
military coat and pea jacket 
hanging on the racks. That goes 
for the hats, too. Snyder’s has 
newsboy hats in wool and recy- 
cled denim, Greek sailor’s hats, 
rain slicker hats, tennis hats and 
Sherlock Holmes-style hats. 
While we were there, three 
chums in knit suits and ‘‘styled”’ 
haircuts — probably young execs 
on their lunch break — were try- 
ing on newsboy caps and mugg- 
ing at each other, joking and 
carrying on the way women do on 
outings with the girls. 

Whatever caps they chose, it 
didn’t cost them very much. 
That’s the thing about down- 
town Boston. In the ritzier parts 
of town, having only three 
dollars in your pocket pretty 
much means being broke. But 
downtown, three dollars will get 
you a fist full of trinkets at the 
dime stores, a bunch of bargain 
paperbacks at the Brattle, with 
enough money left over to eat at 
snack stands along the way. Just 
try getting that many items with

Ken Russell Meets Tommy 


Gazing at You, | Get the Heat 


By Janet Maslin 

What a perfect coupling — Ken Rus- 
sell and the Who’s Tommy were truly 
made for each other. Though Russell has 
often (and stupidly) been dismissed as 
only a sensationalist, this property is 
ideally suited to his whimsy and flam- 
boyance; I can’t think of another di- 
rector inventive enough to hold his au- 
dience’s rapt attention for two hours 
with only Tommy’s sketchy plotline for 
subject matter. And though his having 
taken liberties in the past with high- 
brow material — D.H. Lawrence, Tchai- 
kovsky’s life, the “devils” of Loudun, 
sculptor Henri Gaudier-Brzeska, Isado- 
ra Duncan, the pre-Raphaelites — has 
left Russell open to charges of fact-fid- 
dling and arbitrariness, Tommy’s story 
hardly commands reverence. Which is 
not to say that Tommy as arock opera is 
anything short of inspired; it’s just that, 


while the Who’s embroidery of the story _ 


was essentially straightforward, and 
while the drama of their version was 
more musical than narrative, Russell 
broadens Tommy by approaching it in a 
suggestive and metaphorical way. He ts 
more faithful to the source here than he 
has ever been before, but the source is a 
parable and the fidelity with which he 
treats it is appropriately and sublimely 
impressionistic. Even more than its exu- 
berance and originality, this Tommy’s 
heady transcendence of literal reality is 
breathtaking. 

Russell's genius for forging a new style 
with each new film, a style so integral to 
its subject that the two become almost 
interchangeable, has never been chal- 
lenged by anything so difficult, and yet 
so simplé, as Tommy. Even his most 
wild-eyed, hysterically brilliant -films 
can be reduced to relatively rational 
components: The Music Lovers spins 
obsessively through the anguished and 
idyllic strains that pervade Tchaikov- 
sky’s music as the composer's warring 
moods form the palette from which his 
portrait is painted. The Devils, which I 
thought was Russell’s masterpiece until 
yesterday, slipped precariously from 
real to simulated madness, through 
sexual lust and lust for power, from one 
lunatic to another, depicting a world in 
which corruption was both an absolute 
and a joke, in order to lay an emo- 
tionally tenable groundwork for an his- 
torical nightmare that Aldous Huxley 
also documented. In each of those cas- 
es, the starting point was self-evident: 
Russell had the music to listen to, the 
histories to read, something concrete 
from which to begin extrapolating. But 
Tommy, for all its narrative simplicity, 

“is a cipher. There isn’t even a consistent 

Tommy character to shape the film 
around; Tommy changes so abruptly, 
and the story’s insights into him are at 
once so blunt and muddled, that the 
work as Russell first perceived it must 
have seemed a near-blank. 

The seed of his interpretation was 
that very blankness. The original story 
suggests, but never really explores, a po- 
tent primal drama: the boy Tommy (Ro- 
ger Daltrey) is struck deaf, dumb and 
blind after witnessing the murder of his 
father by his mother’s lover. Russell re- 
alized that it must be those three adults, 
even more than the pinball Tommy 
grows up to master and (still later, as a 
self-styled Messiah) advocate, who 
shape the pivotal character’s life — so 
he made these figures equally central, 
both in fact and in Tommy’s stunningly 
depicted fantasies. Improbable as it ini- 
tially sounded, the casting of Ann-Mar- 
gret as Tommy’s mother was a master 
stroke; by turns kittenish and crass, she 
makes plausible both the devotion and 
the hatred with which her son regards 
her. In the film, it is in part his love for 


her, his final forgiveness of her, that al- 
lows him to escape the rubble of his 
grandiose dreams. 

The film, which in addition to its 
other virtues is extravagantly beautiful, 
begins with a man silhouetted against a 
bright red sky; he stands atop a moun- 
tain with a half-sun (either rising or set-

ments are pills and Johnnie Walker Red, 
and a giant plaster icon is wheeled along 
the aisle so that supplicants can kiss her 
painted toenails. The effigy straddles a 
circular mirrored pedestal, the view 
from which provides the film with one of 
its most striking images. In attendance 
at the ceremony are Pete Townshend

ting) behind him. The man is Captain 
Walker, Tommy’s father, and in subse- 
quent shots we watch him descend the 
mountain with Tommy’s mother, stop-- 
ping along the way to make love. The 
ending of the story closes the circle, in a 
touching and profoundly inexplicable 
way: when in this version the pinball 
disciples revolt, they murder Tommy’s 
mother and the lover (Oliver Reed) she 
has since married, and when Daltrey 
sings the final plaintive “See me, feel 
me” reprise he is bending over her life- 
less body. A chorus begins to chant the 
“Listening to you” coda as Daltrey 
swims off to a rock (a la Quadrophenia) 
which he then begins to climb. And as 
Daltrey’s own vocal bursts in (I have ne- 
ver heard him perform more exul- 
tantly), we see him scaling the very 
same mountain from which his father 
descended. Tommy ends with Tommy 
in the identical silhouetted position — 
only this time the sun is full. 
Throughout the film, various spheres 
and circles recur almost as hauntingly as 
Tommy's dead father. Pinballesque ob- 
jects are everywhere, from the factory 
where Tommy’s mother works to the 
specialist’s office where Jack Nichol- 
son, as a sultry medic, conducts an ex- 
amination. They also appear, needless 
to say, on pinball tables, which Russell 
shoots with considerable dexterity and 
at very close range. The flapping of le- 
vers, whirring of balls, the garishness of 
the machines and the- quick cuts to 
scoreboards suggest the same kind of 
perverse modern sensibility as does the 
Church of Saint Marilyn, where incense 


-bearers wear Monroe masks, the sacra- _ 


and John Entwhistle in sackcloth robes, 
plus preacher Eric Clapton, who wears a 
gown composed of clippings about Mon- 
roe’s death and sings “Eyesight to the 
Blind.’ Clapton fingers his guitar in a 
most peculiar way as he strolls; he clear- 
ly isn’t playing (though he does on the 
soundtrack), but as Townshend explain- 
ed at a New York press conference, 
Clapton needed at least to hold a guitar 
to feel comfortable. ; 
That conference was attended by the 
Who, who cracked jokes; Elton John, 
who sulked; Ann-Margret, who never 
raised her voice above a whisper; and 
Tina Turner, whose embarrassment 
seemed both ingenuous and charming. It 
wasn’t just that she had never acted be- 
fore, but that she was frightened by the 
enormity and grotesqueness of her 
screen image. Turner plays the Acid 
Queen, the whore who initiates Tom- 
my, and hers is one of the film’s most 
astonishing sequences. Shot in red light, 
it follows Turner and Daltrey to a bed- 
rom where we witness, instead of a lite- 
ral fornication, a brilliantly symbolic 
one. Turner is transformed into a glit- 
tering chrome pillar, the outside of 
which is adorned with hypodermic sy- 
ringes, the inside colored a deep, ute- 
rine red. When Daltrey enters it/her, the 
syringes plunge in and seem to draw the 
very blood from his body, then whoosh it 
through a network of tubes and reintro- 
duce it into him. The chrome column 
begins to spin; on either side of it, mul- 
tiple Turners dance and gyrate. Then 
the pillar opens and Tommy’s war- 
scarred father stands inside; it closes 
and opens again to reveal a beatific Cap- 


tain Walker, his skin unmarked and his 
eyes gleaming. There is a viper-infested 
skeleton inside for stepfather Oliver 
Reed, and Tommy’s mother lies terri- 
fied at his feet on a field of pinballs. Fi- 
nally, there is Tommy, half-naked and 
radiant, then Christ-like in blood-red 
poppies, around his neck the tiny cross 
that marked his father’s grave. Clothed 
again, Tommy lies crumpled on the 
floor, when Reed finally arrives to check 
up on his progress — but then the ca- 
mera pulls back to frame the whole 
scene between Turner’s still-writhing 
legs. As Tommy leaves her, she laughs in 
wicked, monstrously distorted closeup, 
lying on a bed, tapping one last phallic 
syringe with her painted talons. 

No wonder it frightened her. 

As in all Russell films, the actors take 
abuse and then some; at one point Ann- 
Margret wallows in 300 pounds of beans, 
chocolate and soapsuds which are spur- 
ting out of a television set in what was 
once a luxurious all-white bedroom. 
Ever playful, the director had neglected 
to warn her. (The inspiration for the 
beans comes not from The Who Sell 
Out’s cover photo, in which Daltrey is si- 
milarly deluged, but from a TV com- 
mercial Russell filmed years ago.) As for 
Daltrey, he is pulled, pummeled, 
drenched, ironed-and knocked about by 
Cousin Kevin (Paul Nicholas), whose 
torture sequence is shot in nightmare 
yellow; mauled by Wicked Uncle Ernie 
(Keith Moon, a natural) whose teeth are 
black and whose episode is green; and fi- 
nally hair-whipped by his mother, who 
shoves him through the circular looking- 
glass in which he has seen tiny red, yel- 
low and. green Tommies finally merge 
into a pure white whole. Like the others, 
Daltrey doesn’t act so much as lend his 
face, voice and body to the production; 
like everyone in the film except for Clap- 
ton, he has extraordinary presence. 
Even Victoria Russell, the director’s 11- 
year-old daughter, is superb as she pan- 
tomimes her way through the wittily 
executed Sally Simpson sequence 
(which is vastly improved by the Bo 
Diddley-type arrangement here, and 
which in a mere 10-second look at Sal- 
ly’s husband — the rock musician from 
California is a kid of about 14 in Frank- 
enstein makeup, a cowboy hat and plat- 
form shoes that make him appear club- 
footed — offers Russell’s impression of 
be-boppers). Russell has unerring in- 
stincts when it comes to interesting 
faces and screen charisma. 

Needless to say, Tommy’s players 
were not cast on the basis of their musi- 
cal abilities, although the soundtrack 
(which was recorded before shooting be- 
gan) contains no dialogue (and, as of last 
week, was greatly hampered by the shrill 
quintaphonic sound system). But the 
music is not the crucial ingredient it 
might have been, so overwhelmed is it 
by visual intensity. There are moments 
when the images actually replace the 
music instead of just complementing it; 
in the film’s first big moment, when 
Ann-Margret and Reed exhort and 
threaten young Tommy (‘You didn’t see 
it, you didn’t hear it, you won’t say no- 
thing to no one, never in your life’’), it is 
their faces that make the scene work, 
fully conveying the anguish and men- 
ace that Daltrey’s vocal originally did. 
Don’t even try to listen to the sound- 
track album if you haven’t seen the film 
first; this movie may technically be a 
musical, but its music is multidimen- 
sional, more a sensibility than a sound. 
It can’t possibly be captured on record 
without the visual counterpart either on 
the screen or in the memory. 

Tommy is not without its flaws. It 
sags where the album does, in the mid-

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Fred Wiseman’s Simian Verite

PRIMATE. Directed by Fred- 
erick Wiseman. At the Cen-,. 
tral Square. 

The controversy over Fred 
Wiseman’s documentary on At- 
lanta’s Yerkes Animal Research 
Institute has been settled, it 
seems to me — settled not by cri- 
tics or scientists, but by the ju- 
rors in the Edelin trial. No 
amount of rational argument, no 
explanation of the law, no charge 
by the judge virtually directing a 
verdict of innocent — none of 
this could overcome the power of 
one photograph of a fetus that 
“looked like a baby.” 

But we all know — don’t we? 
— that what’s bad for the right 
to do is okay for the left. Thus, 
some of the biggest radic-libs I 
know have sounded like right-to- 
lifers in their defense of Pri- 
mate. Never mind that the 
reasons for the research are given 
perfunctorily if at all; to them, 
that doesn’t compromise the 
one-hour-plus footage pictorial- 
izing the sometimes fatal re- 
search being done on those cute 
little monkeys. Well, let’s go 
back to our textbooks and re- 
mind ourselves of something: 
while there may be debate on 
whether fetuses have souls, not 
since the Papal Revolution of the 
12th century has any Western re- 
ligion questioned the proposi- 
tion that animals do not. 

But they can, of course, look 
like creatures that do. Andrew 
Sarris recently noted that the 
vox pop on this question is re- 
markably selective: wrongs done 
to cute or furry or humanoid 
creatures in the name of cine- 
matic art draw cries of outrage, 
while silence attends the main- 
ing or killing of less cuddly four- 
legged beings. 

What’s wrong with Primate is 
not that it’s “unfair” or “unba- 
lanced,”’ but that it is cheap. I 
don’t know how manipulative 
Wiseman was in choosing what 
to shoot, but he’s found every 
conceivable way to humanize go- 
rillas, orangutans and chimpan- 
zees. A mother ape with a new- 
born infant even suggest the Ma- 
donna and Child. 

Wiseman’s shtick is to reduce 
his human subjects to their func- 
tional aspects — and his artis- 
try is beyond doubt. By concen- 
trating on the boring routine 
that is part-and-parcel of being a 
professional, he’s able to make 
anything seem callous. But who 
is really being exposed by this 
method? Wiseman, by his total 
lack of interest in his scientists 
apart from their mechanical pro- 
cedures, shows himself to be 
guilty of the very inhumanity he 
is supposedly uncovering in At- 
lanta. 

Let us outline a fanciful Wise- 
man movie about me, called Cri- 
tic. At a press screening all of the 
camera’s attention would be 
paid to my note-taking, close- 
ups of pad and pencil demon- 
strating my lack of “real” re- 
sponse. The hours it takes me to 
write my review would be edited 
to include only technical mo- 
ments — making a call to find 
out proper credits or spelling of 
an actor’s name, fingers nimbly 
touching typewriter keys, x-ing 
out mistakes, etc. (all shot, of 
course, from outside the six- 
framed window near my desk so 
as to evoke a prison-like atmos- 
phere). At the office, all human 
noise would be rendered unin- 
telligible, the better to empha- 
size that damned typewriter 
crackling — except when the 
talk is about deadlines, or may- 
be cutting a review down to size 
so it could fit into that week’s 
paper. It’s really very easy to 
make any profession look im- 
personal, to show any job as 
deadening. 

I detested Primate and consi-. 
dered it an insult to my intelli- 
gence and an invitation to the 
left to use the tools of its en- 

 emies. Were it not for the civili- 


ties of such things, I would have 
hurled things at the screen. 


THE GREAT WALDO PEP-

Remember George Roy Hill’s 
past fashion triumphs? There 
was the dude cowboy look of 
Butch Cassidy and the Sun- 
dance Kid, in which Robert Red- 
ford wore basic black hats studd- 
ed with mirrors. More recently, 
Hill gave us the striped, double- 
breasted "30s con-man look of 
The Sting. Now, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, Universal presents Hill's 
spring fashion line — The Great 
Waldo Pepper look. The model 
is, once again, Robert Redford, 
fetching in spiffy leathers, jaun- 
ty jodhpurs, riding boots and 
white silk scarf. Call it ‘the lone 
aviator.” The entire ensemble 
can be purchased at your local 
theater for a mere suspension of 
your disbelief. 

Waldo Pepper has a big hole in 
the center. The story is about the 
early days of aviation: flying cir- 
cuses, daredevils and the chi- 
valric legacy of the WWI fighter 
pilot. Redford is Waldo, a seat- 
of-the-pants flyer who missed 
out on the war and pines for the 
glory of eyeball-to-eyeball com- 
bat in the wild blue. He hops 
around the Midwest selling rides 
to the local yokels and seducing 
farmers’ daughters. Like the 
men in the Wild Bunch, Waldo 
is fast becoming a dangerous an- 
achronism; his quixotic stunts 
result in death for his friends and 
hasten in the new era of regula- 
ted commercial flights and 
scheduled airmail runs. But un- 
like Peckinpah’s seedy heroes, 
Waldo’s too pretty to suffer. He 
lives to fulfill his fantasies and, 
by extension, ours, as Hill cheats 
his theme to supply a nostalgic 
‘“*heigh ho, Silver” ending. 

When I say “‘our’”’ fantasies, I 
mean “male”: Hill ruthlessly 


banishes women from his set. 
Susan Sarandon gets five 
minutes on screen as a farm girl 
who wing-walks in a flying cir- 
cus; she falls. Why? Because she 
freezes. Why? Because she’s a 
broad. Margot Kidder, Red- 
ford’s girl back home, doesn’t 
even get five minutes. She’s just 
there, understand, like Kathar- 
ine Ross in Butch Cassidy. 

Aside from women, what Wal- 
do Pepper lacks is, of course, 
Paul Newman. Without his pal 
Redford pales, and no amount of 
daredevil camera work or soaring 
aerial shots can restore the pink~ 
to his cheeks. Ultimately, Red- 
ford has no character of his own 
and he is not a terribly accom- 
plished actor. Just another pret- 
ty face in just another pretty 
George Roy Hill male fashion 
show.

STAVISKY. Directed by Alain 
Resnais. Written by Jorge 
Semprun. Director of 
Photography: Sacha Vierny.: 
With Jean-Paul Belmondo, 
Anne Duperey, Charles Boyer. 
At the Exeter. 

“With a depression going on, 
people want extravaganzas,”’ 
observes Charles Boyer as a 
French aristocrat fallen on hard 
times in the 1930s. Plus ca 
change, plus c'est la meme 
chose: Alain Resnais’s sump- 
tuous new film is another entry 
in the Art Deco sweepstakes, a 
popular diversion as the world 
again teeters on the brink of 
economic collapse. Costumed by 
Yves St. Laurent, it rivals the 
glamorous sheen of The Great 
Gatsby, Murder on the Orient 
Express et al. 

At the film’s center, with a 
mammoth carnation in his natty 
lapel, saunters Jean-Paul 
Belmondo, too much the boxer 
to be wholly convincing as Serge 
Alexandre Stavisky, the wheel- 
ing and dealing Bernie Cornfeld 
of his day whose downfall also 
toppled a French government he

had utterly compromised. To 
understand him, says his doctor 
rather unprofessionally, ‘‘you 
have to dream about him.” 
Much of Stavisky is the prescrib- 
ed dream, glittering seductively, 
but one doesn’t wake up 
enlightened. Boyer calls his 
friend ‘ta Chinese puzzle” and 
the film’s intricate patchwork of 
cross-cuts, flash-forwards and 
flashbacks would seem to en- 
dorse this, but the pieces never 
add up. 

Most of Resnais’s films are 
about the past (consider even the 
titles: Last Year at Marienbad, 
La Guerre Est Finie), but the 
enigmatic character whom he 
and scenarist Jorge Semprun 
romanticize and — when the jig 
is up — pity here is dia- 
metrically opposed to Diego, the 
aging, somewhat sentimen- 
talized Spanish Republican in 
La Guerre Est Finie. Diego’s 
muted heroism lay in his refusal 
to surrender the past even when 
he recognized its irrelevance. He 
persisted despite his patent ab- 
solescence and the futility of his 
puny opposition to Franco’s 
regime. Stavisky, on the’other 
hand, builds his life and fortune 
on ignoring his past, which even- 
tually catches up to and destroys 
him. 

Resnais’s elaborate cutting 
and splintered narrative are 
familiar from his previous films, 
but here the complexity jars with 
simplistic symbolism. The 
fleeting cuts to Leon Trotsky, 
like Stavisky a Russian emigre, 
are too cheap and easy. “The 
show’s over,’ confederate 
warns Stavisky in — how con- 
venient! — an empty theater. 
Stavisky rehearses a bogus 
financial spiel while holding an 
ornate candelabra that casts 
electric light (even the Kinks’ 
“Lola” is subtler). Oddly, the 
film is at once oblique and bla- 
tant. 

When one ignores the porten- 
tous talk and Stephen Sond- 
heim’s gushing score, Stavisky

does offer a goodly amount. to 
look at. Sacha Vierny’s cinema- 
tography can be breathtaking, 
especially as he captures the 
bleached light of the Cote d’Azur 
or the white-on-white of an er- 
mine in the snow. But his 
talents, like those of everyone 
else involved in this project, are 
too often squandered on soft- 
focus renderings of elegant 
couture.

AND NOW MY LOVE. Direc- 
ted by Claude Lelouch. Screen- 
play by Claude Lelouch and Pi- 
erre Uytterhoeven. With 
Marthe Keller, Andre Dussol- 
lier, Charles Denner, Gilbert 
Becaud. At the Paris. 

If one believes in the possibil- 
ity of perfect love, one has a pro- 
blem. Because visualizing per- 
fection is, to say the least, tough. 
There are all sorts of snares ly- 
ing in wait for the romantic film- 
maker: soggy dialogue, sappy 
leads, swelling scores, and the 
audience’s resistance to the no- 
tion that ideal love can exist in 
our manifestly screwed-up 
world. 

The last pitfall is probably the 
most difficult cto avoid, but 
Claude Lelouch makes his audi- 
ences’s pessimism work for him. 
Instead of supplying a pastoral 
world where love is inevitable 
(and inevitably boring), he gives 
us the 20th century, complete 
with horrors, where love seems 
impossible and is, therefore, all 
the more desirable. 

And Now My Love opens si- 
lently, in black and white. It pic- 
tures the death-filled trenches of 
W.W.I, the Russian Revolution 
and the shooting of the Roman- 
ovs, the Roaring ’20s, Hitler and 
W.W.II. With the liberation of 
Paris, Lelouch breaks into sound 
and color, tricolors waving. 

All this prepares us for our lov- 
ers. They are star-crossed, their 
personal histories interlaced 
with the century’s. Lelouch 
keeps them apart until the final 
three. minutes of the film, spar- 
ing us the sentimentality that al- 
ways clings to united lovers like 
treacle. 

Their stories are these: Simon 
is a thief who gets busted and, in 
prison, becomes interested in 
film. He comes out and starts 
making porno pictures, gradu- 
ates to commercials, and ends up 
filming the story of his life, a la 
Truffaut and The 400 Blows. 
Sarah is a poor little rich girl who 
can’t find the right man. At 16, 
she tries suicide; at 20, drugs; at 
25, despair. The audience knows 
Simon is the right man. 

Will they ever meet in the 
maze of Lelouch’s cross-cutt- 
ing? Sure. But not until he gives 
us the 60s and ’70s, the Alger- 
ian War and Marilyn Monroe’s 
suicide, pot parties and JFK’s a- 
sassination, the’ Six Day War 
and Watergate. Not until he 
completes his homage to the 
New Wave, recalling Breath- 
less, Pierrot Le Fou, Jules and 
Jim, Day For Night, Last Year at 
Marienbad and just about every 
other French film you’d care to 
name. 

Now one might say that a film 
that contains all this must be 
pretty superficial. And one 
would be right. But that’s part of 
its charm. Life is superficial, e- 
vanescent. For the French, it has 
been alleged, beauty is what 
counts; And Now My Love is 
gorgeous. Lelouch found a cam- 
eraman who could ski with a Bol- 
ex between his legs. He shoots 
flamingos in Africa and gigolos 
on the Via Veneto. He creates a 
complete, complex and beautiful 
world. 

All the performers are attrac- 
tive. The color is lovely and the 
score jazzy. The invitation-only 
audience I saw it with a (a no- 
toriously difficult crowd to im- 
press) stood up at the end and

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Roxy Music—Ferry Crosses The Mersey

With the barest suggestion of a 
smile, Bryan Ferry says he likes 
to think he’s introducing 
“dignity” into rock. Dignity is 
scarce enough in the world of 
banking; in the world of rock, the 
notion sounds preposterous. In 
truth, a punctilious dignity, 
whether embodied in Roland 
Young’s Topper, the FBI men in 
Marx Brothers movies or theater 
critic John Simon, has for the 


last 50 years encompassed in in- - 


tent or effect a considerable 
share of self-mockery. The Bryan 
Ferry I was introduced to in a 
Boston hotel room seemed 
dignified by nature. His- wing- 
tipped brogues, Ivy League 
slacks, crew-neck sweater, neatly 
barbered black hair, slate-blue 
eyes, and attache case within 
arm’s reach all contributed to a 
portrait of a debonair barrister 
on holiday. But this was not the 
Bryan Ferry of Roxy Music, of 
rock. The colossal vibrato heard 
on records puts me in mind of 
the suave stoicism of James 
Bond, the prissy muscularity of 
Jack La Lanne. Or it. could 
emanate from a corsetted Elvis. 

Such apparitions are remote 
from a coal miner’s son from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. While quick 
to admit that he comes “from 
the archetypal background of a 
pop musician,” he is distinguish- 
ed from the routine by having 
turned professional at a very late 
age — 25 or 26 — and therefore 
had a range of experience to 
draw upon unavailable to the 
rockers who ply the pro circuit 
from their mid-teens. Upon 
receiving a degree in fine arts 
from the University of Newcas- 
tle, Ferry moved to London and 
supported himself by truck- 
driving, restoring antiques and 
exhibiting his ceramics in 
galleries. An undergraduate in- 
terlude with a soul band, for 
which he sang and arranged, 
seemed safely in the past. But a 
few years later he elected music 
to deliver him from artistic lim- 
bo. He was greatly relieved when 
it turned out to be his true 
metier. 


That this untheatrical, self- 
contained 29-year-old should 
fashion a stage persona of barely 
controlled self-containment 
seems unlikely enough. 

Admittedly, this stage crea- 
tion is a brilliant, apposite sty- 
lization of the creature to be 
found away from it. Most sur- 
prising is that he should have 
undertaken this stylization at 
all. Going to a rock concert 
should be like going to the circus, 
there to see rock’s own gallery of 
fat ladies and dog-faced boys. 
Not that what appears on a rock 
stage should be grotesque — in- 
deed, grotesquerie like Alice 
Cooper’s is actually a failure of 
the imagination. But one should 
be delighted and confounded by 


encountering there what one 


would never encounter on the 
street. 

Roxy Music did not disap- 
point. They began their show at 
the Music Hall with ‘Prarie 
Rose,”’ a paean to Texas that 
finishes their recent Country 
Life (the album’s opening 
number, “The Thrill of It All,” 
concluded the show) and that 
compounds the joke of the album 
title, which plays on the extreme 
cosmopolitanism of Roxy. A 
minute or two into the song, out 
sauntered a tuxedoed swell with 
shoulders hunched, slightly bent 
at the waist and the knees, snap- 
ping his fingers and swinging his 
pointed elbows in easy arcs close 
to his, sides. Where did this 
strange interloper come from? 
To what appeared to be rock ’n’ 
roll, this wraith, part major 
domo, part vampire, was moving 
with perfect poise, as if it were 
all happening for his benefit; yet 
clearly he did not belong. The 
impact of this discrepancy was 
staggering. Ferry had obviously 
opted to become a rock ’n’ roll 
curiosity rather than a nightclub 
commonplace, but the nightclub 
mien, mocked and stranded, was 
crucial to the effect he caused. 

Gradually, the Roxy-Ferry 
bifurcation yielded to a different 
view of the band’s arrangement. 
Bassist Johnny Gustafson, dress- 
ed in jeans, drummer Paul 


Thompson and spindly, bearded 
Paul Manzanera, a hippie in a 
loose-fitting tunic, are the 
yeomen of Roxy. On the other 
hand, saxophonist and oboist 
Andy Mackay, with his jumpsuit 
and Star Trek sideburns, . and 
powdered and rouged keyboard- 
ist Eddie Jobson, 10 years 
Ferry’s junior, were, like Ferry, 
exotic fauna, but for the most 
part subordinate to him. The 
visual climax of the show was 
Jobson as a possessed Nero, 
brandishing his transparent, 
plastic bow against his trans- 
parent, furiously glinting violin. 

On “Three and Nine” (which 
I'm told by Ferry is the price in 
English currency of both cheap 
seats in the cinema and a packet

of contraceptives), Ferry ex- 
tracted from the jacket pocket of 
his tux a harmonica, of all 
things. Ferry’s performance thus 
far had appeared physically so 
studied (yet psychologically so 
reckless) that the unbuttoning of 
his jacket qualified as a signifi- 
cant gesture. The perfect grace 
of this grimacing, beady-eyed, 
askew gentleman enabled him to 
wield this homely, unlikely in- 
strument with complete aplomb. 
For all his composure, his eyes 
never fell upon the audience. It 
was as if he still imagined 
himself performing before a 
mirror. ‘‘Mother of Pearl/I 
wouldn't trade you for another 
girl,’ he sang on Stranded. He 
loved this shiny Mother of Pearl 


because she threw back to him 
the image he revered. 


The encores were two of Roxy’s 
British hits, ‘Virginia Plain” 
and “The Strand.” As encores 
should, they gave us a side of the 
band we had thus far not 
witnessed. Their Strand is some 
unidentifiable dance, but ‘The 
Strand” lists a variety of others, 
each of which Ferry 
demonstrated in brief. At one 
point he became a human 
semaphore; at another he 
depicted the calisthenic 
movements which I sense un- 
derlie so much of Roxy’s music. 
Strangely, although watching 
and listening to Roxy was in- 
tensely pleasurable, it was not 
gut-grabbing in the way that 
great rock ’n’ roll is expected to 
be.- Gustafson’s bass barreled 
and rumbled ceaselessly, 
Thompson’s drums thudded pro- 
vocatively and the band in its 
entirety seemed to emit one 
great roar, but the enjoyment I 
derived was of a more refined 
sort. (Many experienced a 
similar disengagement at Bowie 
and the Spiders’ first Boston 
concert.) Ferry and co. continu- 
ously kept us off balance and 
wondering, sending conflicting 
messages that interfered with 
our spontaneous tendency to 
identify. 


A few weeks ago, I watched 
with great dismay the debut of 
Cher’s new TV series, which also 
featured Elton John and Bette 
Midler. TV has lately been 
enlisting modestly equipped but 
ostensibly assimilable pop 
singers like John Denver, Tony 
Orlando and Mac Davis to fill 
the depleted ranks of vaud- 
villians to whom the mass 
audience has long been. ac- 
customed. Cher-and John 
Denver, while strictly show biz, 
were not bred in the vaudeville 
tradition of joking, of hoofing, of 
‘the show must go on.”’ They are 
inescapably children of another 
era. Accordingly, their (or their 
producers’) efforts to plug 
themselves into a moribund

Pianists’ Envy: In Opus 111, Bishop Is King

Music measures time in the 
most interesting of ways. But in 
the second (and last) movement 
of his final sonata, Beethoven 
seems to make time stand still. 
True, his last four sonatas great- 
ly changed how composers 
thought about writing for the 
keyboard, influencing every- 
thing from ideas (already in flux) 
about sonata form to possibili- 
ties of emotional content. Yet a 
sort of static tension imbues the 
second movement of opus 111, 
and that is an achievement 
which not only was novel, but re- 
mains stunning. 

Before this movement, things 
have developed in a. determined 
and angry fashion: the piece be- 
gins loudly, with Beethoven’s 
last word in pianistic lightning 
and thunder — literally that, 
musically: a slashing octave drop 
followed by rumblings. The ar- 
gument, semi-fugal and com- 
pact, proceeds in bold, punched 
octaves, and after several 
minutes the storm dissipates 
from c minor through dimi- 
nished sevenths to c major. 
Widely voiced in that key, the 
close is calm. 

The experience of the second 
movement (continuing in c ma- 
jor) is at once somewhat cata- 
tonic and, to my mind, extreme- 
ly frightening.-In fact, at the risk 
of sounding collegiate, I would 
suggest that this section may be 
taken as an aural representation 
of a long, dreadful, troubled 
night, from around midnight to 6 
a.m. Derived from a falling fifth, 
a noble and direct theme (to be 


played very simply and singing- 
ly, Beethoven tells us) goes 
through an astonishing series of 
variations; it is stretched out as 
the notes themselves, their val- 
ues diminished, gradually ac- 
celerate to the point where we 
have only the interval en- 
veloped by a cloud of trills. 
Eventually these trills become 
the main event. 

It is all a glowing, pulsing, 
enormously pained meditation. 
Demarcating the music’s flow 
are variations with bizarre, 
supply syncopated rhythms — 
there’s even one that explodes 
onto the scene in berserk, unre- 
lenting ragtime. In a later 
passage — it’s about 4 a.m. now 
— some five octaves apart the 
notes slowly crawl away from 
each other. Finally, after all the 
shouts, sobs and near-silent 
mysticism, everything is spent. 
The relief that the terror and 
grief are past is overwhelming. 
Crying with joy, Beethoven ex- 
ults in arpeggios up and down 
the keyboard, finally becoming 
peaceful, and the falling inter- 
vals return to end the night — to 
quote Alfred Brendel, opening 
out onto a silence we now per- 
ceive to be more important than 
the sound that preceded it. 

In my judgment, Stephen Bi- 
shop’s searing new performance 
of this work (Philips) is one of 
the great events in recording his- 
tory. There’s less holding back 
than on other renditions; more 
heedful of the score than anyone 
besides Charles Rosen, Bishop 
nevertheless grabs the music 
with much greater vigor. Bishop 


has said he is happy with the re- 
cording — he did the second part 
in long takes (the unflagging mo- 
mentum creates a power I hard- 
ly knew was possible) and with a 
103-degree fever. It feels like it. 
The ragtime variation in his 
hands sounds utterly psychotic; 
the subtlest rhythms are atten- 
tively executed; the last three 
pages tremble with Beethoven’s 
gratefulness. And _ throughout, 
the fiery, wide-range sound of 
the clangy piano (one with a lot 
of intermodulation, too) gives a 
crazed cast to the entire enter- 
prise. (The other side contains a 
crisp, blazing opus 110.) 

Coincidentally, Vladimir Ash- 
kenazy has just made a too- 
beautiful, slightly superficial 
opus 111 (London); Brendel’s 
new version (also Philips) is, na- 
turally, full of insights but overly 
gentle (the same may be said of 
his new ‘‘Appassionata” and 
opus 78; the really shocking dis- 
appointment is his round- 
shouldered, mild-mannered 
‘*Hammerklavier’’). Brendel’s 
Beethoven cycle (after Claudio 
Arrau’s, Philips’ second — dare 
we hope for one from Bishop?) 
thus looks to be less even, less 
straightforward (if more prob- 
ing) than his old Vox set; 
perhaps it will even be as incon- 
sistent as his Schubert and Liszt 
cycles. Philips should in any case 
put his words on the back of Bi- 
shop’s record jacket. 

* * * 

One reason I have spent so 
much time recently with opus 
111 — and a plethora of other 
piano releases to be discussed 


presently — is that the last 
month and a half was to have 
been a period of considerable pi- 
anistic activity. But fate frowned 
everywhere: Misha Dichter can- 
celed because of bad weather; 
Byron Janis for low ticket sales; 
Peter Serkin’s and Antonio Bar- 
bosa’s absences were due to ill- 
ness. A recital of the first impor- 
tance — pioneering Ives scholar 
and pianist John Kirkpatrick 
playing that composer’s sprawl- 
ing, revolutionary ‘‘Concord” so- 
nata in Concord — snuck past 
almost entirely unheralded. 
(Confronted with complaints of 
insufficient publicity, one of the 
organizers is reported to have 
said something like, “Why, I’m 
sure we covered all of Concord”’; 
in fairness, though, there was a 
poster up at NEC.) 5 
Arrau and Ivan Moravec, Chi- 
lean and Czech, did show, how- 
ever. Like most of today’s older 
big-name stars (especially those 
placed by, say, H.C. Schonberg 
in some continuing tradition of 
the grand, Romantic perfor- 
mance style), Arrau and Mora- 
vec appear to have learned when 
young the basic repertory (e.g., 
Beethoven sonatas and varia- 
tions) in a certain way — and 
never to have looked closely or 
freshly at the scores since. Mo- 
ravec’s March 9 recital was full 
of old-fashioned thrills, albeit 
ones that he, not the music, pro- 
vided. From years of habit, pre- 
sumably, it was note-perfect, 
fleet, effortless; indeed, Beetho- 
ven’s 32 brief and exciting Va- 
riations in C Minor were played 
more securely than any concert 


opening I’ve ever heard. But Mo- 
ravec doesn’t read letters as well 
as he does notes, for almost none 
of the dynamic markings was 
right, and if you miss them in 
Beethoven, you’ve missed a lot. 
Moravec accented where he felt 
it; furthermore, nothing went be- 
low p, so the sound was like that 
of a compressed record turned up 
loud. 

In the Debussy ‘“Jmages,” the 
Chopin Preludes (these two com- 
posers are Moravec’s special- 
ties) and four encores, the play- 
ing grew more idiomatic, though 
it was somewhat chilly and un- 
differentiated in the Debussy 
and pregnant with rubato in the 
Chopin. Altogether, it was an af- 
ternoon of amazing playing for 
fans and pianists, but not much 
for music-lovers. 

Arrau surprised. I’ve taken 
strong exception to his pomposi- 
ty for some time — on records, 
it’s all so big — but here was this 
smallish man proceeding nimb- 
ly (if without the sharpest fo- 
cus) through Beethoven’s long 
opus 7; and Schumann’s Sym- 
phonic Etudes, which are grand, 
atypically public utterances, 
lurched hardly at all and were 
moreover pleasingly colored. 

For the center of Arrau’s con- 
cert we were offered Beetho- 
ven’s opus 111. The first move- 
ment went as expected — por- 
tentously, and not as written — 
yet Arrau approached the mys- 
teries of the second movement 
with deep and unfussy under- 
standing. Occasionally a_ too- 
pretty moment indicated that

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Strawbs: 
GHOSTS (A&M) 

Like a Margaret Mead among 
Samoan tribesmen, David Cou- 
sins moves among mortals ab- 
stracting the moral or aesthetic 
nature of their actions. When he 
joins the play, his songs become 
all the more powerful. The title 
track of Ghosts was inspired by a 
series of bad dreams sustained 
while touring and dossing in 
countless Holiday Inns. What 
could have been another dull 
road song is, instead, infused 
with the blasphemous imagery 
and horrifying instability of a 

-nightmare. And since the chor- 

us refers to the placidity of the 
waking world (“Tell me chil- 
dren, are you sleeping?”’), the 
terrors of the other realm are 
brought into such sharp focus 
that one might overlook the 
song’s happy ending. 

The first part of “The Life 
Auction” depicts one of Lon- 
don’s most dismal sectors with 
squeezed-out vocals and unre- 
solved piano chords. Here Cou- 
sins is simply observing; the lash 
of his emotion is reserved for the 
main theme and the harpies who 
competed to tear apart the rem- 
nants of an old woman's life at a 
church auction. Cousins’s dis- 
sonant, retributive portrayal of 
the crowd’s viciousness is also 
his act of contrition — he was 
one of the bidders. Never before 
have two such scathing pieces 
appeared on a Strawbs album. 

Lighter pieces suffer only by 
comparison. “Lemon Pie’”’ flirts 
with the listener, flaunting its 

-hopeless lyric contradictions. 
“You and I (When We Were 
Young)” is the sort of pretty, 
evocative song Cousins has ex- 
celled at for years and could pro- 
bably by now write in his sleep. 
“Grace Darling” is an extended 
parable about life-saving. (com- 
plete with heavenly choir), based 
on a real and touching historical 
event. 

Meanwhile, the other Strawbs 
are busy learning to be better 
Strawbs. Keyboard coordinator 
John Hawken needed only to re- 
sign himself to an accompan- 
ist’s role; now his choice of in- 
strumental voice is always what 
Cousins needs. Chas Cronk’s 


Rickenbacker bass technique is - 


appropriate to a band whole- 
heartedly given over to Mello- 
tron progressivism, and his song- 
writing benefits from Cousins’s 
tutelage: his “‘Angel Wine” is a 
very strong tune. Only guitarist 
Dave Lambert, with his stylized 
singing, punch-drunk chording 
and execrable soloing, is still out 
of place. Cousins doesn’t need 
this ersatz Mick Ronson but 
since he and Lambert are neigh- 
bors and good beer buddies, it’s 
not likely the latter will soon 


leave.

Little Beaver: 
PARTY DOWN (Cat) 

Willie “Little Beaver’’ Hale is 
one of the most talented artists 
to emerge from the Miami soul 
scene. As a guitarist, arranger, 
writer and general behind-the- 
scenes catalyst, his influence, if 
not his actual presence, is felt on 
all of the records issued by TK 
Productions. He first came to at- 
tention as the guitarist behind 
Betty Wright, contributing dis- 
tinctive, 2-string riffs to “Clean 
Up Woman.” These airy parall- 
el-fourths became Hale’s trade- 
mark and were featured on his 
brilliant regional hit, ‘‘Joey,”’ in 
1972 and on a fine album of the 
same name. (A lukewarm in- 
strumental album, cut last year, 
didn’t make waves.) 

Now, following the national 
success of Wright and George 
McRae, perhaps indicating a 
growing public acceptance of 
this brand of Southern funk 
(“swamp music” according to 
Jerry Wexler), TK is apparently 
increasing its distribution a 
mite. Copies of Party Down have 
been sighted as nearby as Cen- 
tral Square. It’s a sensual, after- 
hours record with much the same 
ambience as “‘Let’s Get It On” or 
the music of Paul Kelly, but with 
a bit more grit, a satisfying 
roughness around the edges. 

“Party Down” itself is a mi- 
nor masterpiece, from the la- 
conic opening guitar riff through 
Beaver’s intense, choking vocal 
(he’s in superb voice through- 
out) to the thrilling guitar-vocal 
unisons near the end. ‘““Money 
Vibrations” is the only song that 
really breaks the laidback mood, 
but it succeeds. Listen particu- 
larly to the startling turn-around 
and Little Beaver’s phrasing on 
the line, ‘‘We share our wine, we 
share our meat and bread.” 

Beaver is guilty of occasional 
self-indulgent guitar doodling, 
and he spreads a few good music- 
al ideas too thin. Side two, 
though it does provide an ex- 
tended punchy groove, is made 
up of three good songs that go on 
too long and are fairly similar. 
Beaver seems disinclined to tam- 
per with success, but at times he 
seems to be doing it to death. 
The phrase ‘‘party down” fi- 
gures in four of the seven tunes 


and “Party Down, Part 2” is not 
an extension of Part One, but 
rather, the same rhythm tracks 
with an aimless lead guitar sub- 


stituted for the vocal. (Beaver’s . 


forte, like that of many other 
great soul guitarists including 
Cornell Dupree, Steve Cropper 
and Tennie Hodges, is rhythm 
guitar in an accompanying role 
rather than solo playing. This is 
probably a reflection of the vo- 
cal orientation of mainstream 
soul music, rather than a short- 
coming in Hale). 

Nevertheless, this album is a 
fine sample of Little Beaver’s 
talents and a good introduction 
to the lowdown side of Southern 


soul.

The Hollies: 
ANOTHER NIGHT (Epic) 
“He Ain’t. Heavy, He’s My 
Brother’ may have been the 
worst thing that ever happened 
to the Hollies (the departure of 
Graham ‘“‘Namby-pamby” Nash 
certainly wasn’t). The title not- 
withstanding, it’s been a bur- 
den, saddling the group with a 
reputation for maudlin MOR 
ballads and causing the Hollies 
to mistrust their own talents as 
writers. Thus they pulled from 
last year’s Hollies, otherwise a 
jubilant rocker, ‘““‘The Air That I 
Breathe,” one of its very few 
ballads and the only track they 
didn’t pen themselves. It yielded 
a lovely but modest hit that did 
little to expand their shrunken 
American audience. And now 
they’ve issued a misguided cover 
of Bruce Springsteen’s “Sandy” 
that swamps the original’s hu- 
mor in a sea of orchestral ba- 
thos. More’s the pity, because 
the tough title track boasts

thrilling harmonies and a sure- 
fire, syncopated slink. 
Unfortunately, Another Night 
retreats — from the uncompro- 
mising rock ‘n’ roll that made 
Hollies the group’s finest album 
since 1967 — to the equivoca- 
tions that hobbled their records 
after “He Ain’t Heavy.” 
bloated tearjerkers, in one of 
which Alan Clarke discovers he’s 
illegitimate and in the other that 
his wife is dying of leukemia or 
some such, are particularly nox- 
ious. The string arrangements 
are dramatic, but Clarke sings 
with a forced whine. This is all 
the more infuriating because 
Clarke’s voice, all metallic tre- 
ble, is a dynamic rock instru- 
ment (surely “Long Cool Wo- 
man in a Black Dress’ con- 
vinced the skeptics). But he has 
often betrayed a tendency to for- 
sake his forte and take up soap 
opera that his pipes, too edgy to 
have any body, can’t carry. 
When Another Night rocks, it 
does so splendidly. ‘“‘Time 


Machine Jive’’ soars with ebul- , 


lience (and someone’ plies a 
mean piano in the break), and 
when those high harmonies hit 
you at full tilt, it’s hard not to be 
swept away. “You Gave Me Life 
(With That Look in Your Eyes)” 
chugs nastily to the contrapun- 
tal strains of baleful guitars. And 
the tender “Give Me Time” is a 
genuinely touching teen lament 
(unlike the mawkish plaints 
aimed at housewives). These and 
the title track add up to an un- 
even album that doesn’t match 
the consistent high of Hollies, 
but which still has much to re- 
commend it.

Lester Bowie: 
FAST LAST! (Muse) 

One of the most pertinent in- 
sights .of the now-disbanded Art 
Ensemble of Chicago was that 
the jazz avant garde could not 
simply keep screaming; the truly 
free musician had to draw upon 
the entire history of the music. 
Lester Bowie, the Art En- 
semble’s trumpeter, has not for- 
gotten the value in variety, as 
the five tracks on Fast Last! il- 
lustrate. 

Ornette Coleman’s ‘Lonely 
Woman” becomes a slow dirge,

with Julius Hemphill’s octet ar- 
rangement in the style of the 
composer. Trombone, tuba and 
two saxes slowly writhe behind 
the trumpet lead and then 
Hemphill’s alto joins Lester for a 
final eight bars of superb inter- 
twining. “Banana Whistle,” by 
the same group, is an obviously 
spliced and slightly bizarre trip 
from collective blowing to tradi- 
tional modernisms and back out 
again. Coming as it does out of 
nowhere, the initial hollering 
seems unfocused (though Lester 
attempts to impose some direc- 
tion) and is notable mainly for 
the rhythmic. rushes of bassist 
Cecil McBee and drummer Phil- 
lip Wilson. The center of the 
piece is part medium-tempo mo- 
dal and part funky cha-cha; 
there’s nice Hemphill writing 
and, except for one awful reed 
squeak, solid playing. Lester and 
Hemphill blow briefly, and John 
Stubblefield’s tenor is afforded a 
bit more room before the opening 
frenzy returns. Brother Joseph 
Bowie is the trombonist, but gets 
no solo space. 
Taking one giant step back- 
ward, Lester follows (accom- 
panied only by John Hicks’s pi- 
ano) with “Hello Dolly.” The 
sentimental tune is played slow- 
ly, three times, with little melo- i 
dic variation. Instead, the trum- : 
pet growls, spits and cracks its 
way into a variety of voices. 
Every time Bowie appears to 
fluff a note he just shifts into his 
newly found sound and com- 
pletes the idea. The resultant so- 
nic slipping bespeaks a very per- 


_ sonal sensitivity that sounds 


more attractive after repeated 
listenings have worn away the 
weirdness. 

On the long title track, a mul- 
ti-sectioned theme that could oe 
have been written by Mingus eon 
precedes extended blowing by a 3 
quintet. Pianist Hicks has learn- 
ed his Tyner well, adding a touch 
of reflection to his model’s ap- 
proach. The support from 
drummer Philip Wilson (who 
used to work for Paul Butter- 
field) is superb. Hemphill’s alto 
solo seeks the raw emotional core 
by continually peeling away 
layers of tonal propriety. We all 
know how good Cecil McBee is, 
and the complex self-counter- 
point of his bass solo confirms 
his reputation. A new melody 
and Bowie’s polite Bronx cheer 
close the piece. 

Finally, the strangest of all, is 
an exercise in marching licks for 
three drummers plus occasional 
trumpet called ‘‘F Troop Rides 
Again.’ The rolls and para- 
diddles swell for 10 minutes, 
spurred infrequently by Bowie’s 
raucous interjections. The joke 
here is too prolonged, though 
drummers might appreciate the 
effort.

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There’s No Drama Like Noh Drama

Yukio Mishima’s three 
modern Noh plays, currently at 
Theatre Experiment Labora- 
tory (see last week’s Phoenix for 
reviews), are provocative ex- 
amples of what an artist can do 
with the cultural past that 
haunts him. Perhaps it is no ac- 
cident that one of the Labora- 
tory’s last ventures was Coc- 
teau’s Infernal Machine, a mod- 
ern retelling of the Oedipus 
myth. Writers in the Western 
tradition cannot escape from the 
Greek gods for very long; in our 
own era O'Neill, Joyce, Mann, 
Giraudoux, Anouilh and 
Cocteau somehow came to terms 
with them. The inhabitants of 
Olympus and their interaction 
with our mortal world have be- 
come, in large part, the meta- 
phors for how we look at life, love 
and death. 

For a Japanese artist (whether 
writer, painter, filmmaker), a 
partial analogue to that world of 
allusion from an ancient past 
must surely be the myths, 
legends, and historical figures 
that inform classical Noh drama. 
The plays in the Laboratory’s 
present offering are based on 
three of the most famous old Noh 
plays. Since they'll be per- 
formed through the rest of 
March, and all of May, anyone 
planning to see them (two of 
them are masterpieces, and su- 


perbly done) might be willing to 
pursue a bit of background 
reading to deepen his or her re- 
sponse both to the plays and to 
Mishima’s problem of moderni- 
zation. Translations of the 14th- 
century Noh plays are available 
in paperback anthologies by 
Donald Keene and Arthur 
Waley, and a reading of the three 
plays in question will tell us a 
good deal about Mishima’s in- 
tent in reworking them. 

Since Hanjo strikes me as the 
weakest of the three plays, I'll 
limit my comments to the other 
two. The Lady Aoi is Mishima’s 
version of a similarly titled old 
play, but it relies much more li- 
terally upon a still earlier source 
— Lady Murasaki’s The Tale of 
Genji. In the “Aoi” chapter of 
that great novel, we are intro- 
duced to a concept foreign to 
Western tradition: that a malig- 
nant spirit embodying a_per- 
son's hatred, bitterness, or 
vengeful passion can separate it- 
self from that person’s body, 
take on his or her external 
features, and wreak its malevo- 
lence without the person’s being 
consciously aware of it. (It’s a 
stunning idea, presaging atti- 
tudes toward the unconscious a 
thousand years later.) The orig- 
inal Noh play centers on the ex- 
orcism of such a spirit from Lady 
Aoi (represented on stage merely 
by a folded orange robe); the

play’s concern is spiritual — the 
salvation of the evil spirit 
through Buddhist prayer — and 
it ends without even mentioning 
that Lady Aoi dies anyway. 
Mishima’s play is much closer to 
the Murasaki novel, anato- 
mizing Prince Genji’s past love 
affair with Lady Rokujo and his 
present confrontation with her 
evil spirit at his wife Aoi’s sick- 
bed in a modern hospital. The 
stress is not on Buddhism at all 
but rather on the sensual natures 
of the young man and his dis- 
carded older-woman lover, and 
the dramatic way in which 
Mishima embodies the un- 
conscious separation of evil spirit 
and innocent body on the part of 
sg Rokujo is absolutely chil- 
ing. 

The acting and direction in 
the present production are fault- 
less, and the moment at which a 
hospital bench becomes in flash- 
back a yacht on a country lake is 
breathtakingly beautiful (and 


handled much more subtly and 
effectively, believe it or not, than 
in the original Tokyo produc- 
tion). 

The original Sotoba Komachi 
is about the old age of a famous 
Japanese courtesan-poet 
renowned for her beauty and her 
cruelty. In the old Noh play, she 
unknowingly sits on a stupa to 
rest and is upbraided for her 
blasphemy by a group of pedan- 
tic monks. She argues with such 
force about sin and salvation 
that the monks relent; they then 
learn her identity and marvel 
that this haggard crone could 
once have been the beautiful 
Komachi. Suddenly she is pos- 
sessed by the spirit of a dis- 
appointed lover, who recounts 
his fatal frestration through her 
voice and body. The dead spirit 
is eventually reconciled through 
prayer, and Komachi, too, looks 
forward to Buddhist salvation in 
death. Mishima once more es- 
chews the spiritual lesson of the 


old play and concentrates, in- 
stead, on Komachi’s sensuality 
and cruelty. The stupa becomes 
at night a park bench, and the 
religious blasphemy trans- 
formed into an esthetic one: a 
wrinkled old hag (so argues the 
young poet who comes upon her) 
should not sit down on a bench 
more properly reserved for young 
lovers petting in the moonlight. 
A startling dramatic loss in the 
Mishima version is that the 
spirit of Komachi’s dead lover 
possesses the young poet rather 
than the old hag. The La- 
boratory’s production is a very 
romantic (though effective) 
reading, in which Komachi is 
rendered sympathetically and 
utters a silent scream of despair 
and sorrow after the death of the 
poet-lover. Mishima keeps her 
cruel and aloof to the end, totally 
without concern over the young 
man whose death she has 
brought about, as it were, a se- 
cond time. 

Rokujo, Genji, Aoi, and 
Komachi are living legends in 
Japanese tradition, and Theatre 
Experiment Laboratory has done 
them more than justice in these 
reworkings from a contem- 
porary perspective. The slight 
liberties they have taken with 
Mishima’s nuances are in the 
same mood of inquiry he brought 
to the ancient Noh plays that 
were his source. 
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A Sculptor Plays With Painting 
ole e

At the Harcus Krakow Rosen 
Sonnabend Gallery through 
March is an intriguing selection 
of assemblages in which sculptor 
Louise Nevelson seems to be 
playing with the differences be- 
tween painting and her own me- 
dium. The size and proportions 
of her constructions, hung on the 
wall and encased in glass, recall 
canvases, and many of them in- 
clude what may easily be con- 
strued as allusions to or parodies 
of specific painters. A torn-paper 
background mimics Clyfford 
Still; black shards of wood fann- 
ed out in a circle might have 
been plucked from an Adolph 
Gottlieb “Burst”; one assem- 
blage echoes Jasper Johns; and 
the shallow wooden rectangles 
that populate many of the pieces 
might be Hans Hoffman’s. But 
Nevelson invokes the re- 
semblance only to underscore 
the dissimilarity between her art 
and painting, and these works 
repeatedly emphasize qualities 
that painting today generally 

and deliberately lacks. 
Dominating one assemblage, 
for instance, is a green package 
of sorts that seems to have been 
opened and its contents re- 
moved, save for a sliver of a vi- 
vid red circle that remains to 
tease the viewer. One can hardly 
help wondering what else the 
receptacle held, what transpired 
before the construction was “‘fro- 
zen,’ so to speak. In another 
piece, one deduces, several boxes 
— of the same dimensions as one 
still included — were placed ona 
surface that was then sprayed 
with black paint. Now only their 
blank outlines linger. In both 
cases one is drawn to consider 
the work as it must have been 
prior to, or in the process of, its 
completion. Unlike 20th-century 
painting, which usually aspires 
to a timeless instantaneity, 
Nevelson’s pieces inhabit a time 
composed of past, present and, 
indeed, future (for the angles at 


geometry 


which some of the components 
are placed suggest that they 
might one day slip). 

A corollary to this is 
Nevelson’s invitation to envi- 
sion the means by which she 
achieved these constructions. 
We appreciate their making. 
This, again, is opposed to most 
contemporary painting (and 
much sculpture, for that 
matter), which tends to conceal 
its origins for the sake of im- 
mediate presence. 

As a sculptor, Nevelson is by 
definition concerned with vol- 
ume, with depth, that quality 
which modern painting most ri- 
gorously eschews. Not only do 
three-dimensional objects create 
actual depth in these pieces; 
Nevelson also conjures up the il- 
lusion of depth. The ghostly sil-

houettes of the absent boxes, for 
instance, seem to recede beyond 
the plane that records them. Ob- 
jects are also affixed to this sur- 
face, so that the assemblage si- 
multaneously projects outward 
and retreats inward. The inter- 
play of flatness, protrusion and 
withdrawal, the contrasts among 


. varying degrees of real and fic- 


tive depth, endow these works 
with a rich complexity. 

The show also exhibits an ex- 
traordinary range, from a home- 
ly Hibachi grill on smudged 
newspaper to the elegant velvet 
lining of a scavenged case. 
Whereas Nevelson often coats 
her sculpture with flat mono- 
chromes, here she delights in 
different colors and textures, 
playing unfinished against 
painted wood, corrugated card- 


board against smears of water- 
color. Fanciful curlicues cut with 
a jigsaw are set off by mass-pro- 
duced rectangles, the personally 
contrived by the impersonal 
found. Several basic elements, 
particularly boxes and rec- 
tangles, are used in most of the 
assemblages but often to very 
dissimilar ends, suggesting 
mathematical or musical per- 
mutations, never sterile repeti- 
tion. Although all the works are 
closely related, their aspects are 
strikingly disparate. Some are 
austere, others elaborate; some 
rude, others extremely refined. 
Every one is vital (which is not 
true, curiously, of the few pieces 
of conventional sculpture also on 
display). 


Pond’s CAPITAL IDEAS. 
Graphics 1 and 2 on Newbury 
Street is currently showing a 
suite of screenprints, called 
“Capital Ideas,’’ by Clayton 
Pond. The series’ title refers to 
Pond’s derivation of images from 
the architecture surrounding his 
studio in New York’s Soho dis- 
trict. The buildings of that 
neighborhood are rich in cast- 
iron facades whose details im- 
itate classical Greek forms like 
the capitals that top fluted 
columns. Pond renders his 
favorite architectural details in 
patterns of crisp flat shapes of 
high-keyed colors. His images 
owe as much to the hard-edge 
abstractions of the ’60s as to the 
actual facades that inspired the 
prints. There are no lines to 
speak of in Pond’s prints; he 
works with carefully composed 
color areas that sometimes look 
quite abstract at first. The prints 
suggest the collage process of 
building up an image with 
shapes cut from colored paper, a 
method Matisse used. Yet their 
flatness denies one’s initial im- 
pression of superimposed forms. 
It would be easy to dismiss 
these prints as mere exercises in 


color, but I think there is more to 
them than that. In making ar- 


bitrarily garish images of 


classical architectural details, 
Pond may intend to comment 
upon the temporal and im- 
aginative distance between us 
and the ancient Greeks, who still 
embody for us the sublime in 
culture. The supposed ideals and 
achievements of ancient Greece 
were even more vivid and impor- 
tant to the 19th century that 
produced the cast-iron facades. 
The jarring disparity between 
the subject matter and its treat- 
ment in terms of color suggests 
that we are scarcely prepared 
even to imagine what these 
architectural forms must have 
meant to the Greeks who 
originated them. 

By composing with color, 
Pond harks back to one of the 
key achievements of early 
modern painting, Matisse’s 
deliberate dissociation of color 
from figure. What began as a 
liberation from outworn conven- 
tions now seems to signify, in 
Pond’s work, an_ irreparable 
break with the past. There is a 
certain nightmarish or delirious 
quality to Pond’s images due to 
the overheated, u::modulated 
colors and the sinuous contours. 
For these prints, which at first 
seem to celebrate the artist’s 
realization that he can color im- 
ages any way he wants, may real- 
ly be about how limiting are the 
liberties the contemporary artist 
ostensibly can take. Feeling free 
to realize in arbitrary colors an- 
cient designs may result in the 
inability to recover, or even im- 
agine realistically, the impulses 
that gave rise to them in the first 
place; the immediacy of Pond’s 
prints is thus perfectly ap- 
propriate, since they are about 
being trapped in the present by 
the very innovations intended to 
break the bondage of the past. 
(“Capital Ideas” will be on view 
through March 29.)

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All That Glitters Is Not Good.

7. Caldwell has genius, of 
course, but not really the kind 
with which her admirers some- 
times credit her. She is not out 
on the cutting edge of her art: 
her interpretations are not very 
likely to be musically or psycho- 
logically penetrating. And her 
work never displays the finish of 
detail she claims to idolize in the 
productions of Walter Felsen- 
stein. 

But a Sarah Caldwell produc- 
tion is nearly always a good 
show. Profoundly reactionary in 
her stagings, Caldwell has the 
genius of a P.T. Barnum or 
David Belasco. In their heyday, 
the stage aspired to a condition 
of realism, of spectacle, of fluidi- 
ty that only the uninvented 
movies could really attain. The 
pictures came along and did all 
that, and the stage turned to 
other things. But Caldwell is still 


in there trying. She apparently 
instructs her designers, Herbert 
Senn and Helen Pond, to give 
the people something moving to 
look at. 

So the Caldwell production of 
Mozart's Cosi fan Tutte at the 
Orpheum Theatre last week was 
full of transformation scenes. A 
house moved back and forth on 
casters; a garden wheeled in 
from the side; the sun set preci- 
pitously; not one but two boats 
lurehed across the Bay of Naples 
at the back. 

Caldwell knows how to move 
people around, too. ‘‘Cosi’’ is an 
ensemble opera, and she con- 
stantly shifted the asymmetri- 
cal groupings of her characters so 
that we were always looking at 
just the person the music was 
telling us to. Although the music 
Mozart wrote for Fiordiligi and 
Dorabella, the two strong-willed, 
weak-fleshed sisters, frequently 


moves in parallel lines, he also 
took pains to differentiate their 
personalities. Caldwell’s was the 
first production of the opera I’ve 
seen that didn’t make the ele- 
mentary mistake of having Fior- 
diligi and Dorabella carry on like 
Siamese twins; their activity was 
often individual. And Caldwell 
knows how to make a visual joke: 
Fiordiligi, bereaved, butter knife 
in had, contemplates her wrist 
with suicidal intent while Dora- 
bella, singing passionately of her 
willingness to die, pauses to pour 
cream into her coffee. 

But Caldwell doesn’t always 
know when to stop. One of the 
more tiresome tricks of contem- 
porary operatic directors is to 
take activity that the composer 
and librettist left offstage and 
move it front-and-center. This 
time we had a “fourth wall,” 
transparent to us but not to the 
characters, that enabled Cald- 


well to anticipate and dispel 
some of Da Ponte’s best coinic 
effects and to distract our atten- 
tions from dilemmas Mozart 
wrote music to make us notice. 

And Caldwell has no gift at all 
for coaching actors. The stage 
picture is almost always inter- 
esting and right; the specific de- 
tails are almost-always not. The 
maid Despina spent 80 percent 
of her time standing around with 
one arm akimbo, looking for all 
the world as if she were about to 
break into “I’m a little teapot, 
etc.” As Ferrando, William Har- 
ness, a very inexperienced ten- 
or, looked it; as Dorabella, Maria 
Ewing, a knowing actress, mugg- 
ed without mercy. 

The peculiar and wonderful 
tone of the piece, the poise 
between comic predicament and 
its non-comic implications, were 
virtually forgotten. Fiordiligi 
and Dorabella, Ferrando and 


Guglielmo, devoted lovers whose 
affections slide around too rapid- 
ly, are not simple cartoons like 
Bob & Carol & Ted & Alice, and 
Tuesday night only the music 
was telling us that (not even the 
text did this time, because Cald- 
well chose the glitzy translation 
by Ruth and Thomas Martin). 
The little-known cast turned 
out to be lots better than it look- 
ed on paper. Richard Stilwell, 
the biggest name, sang warmly, 
acted sturdily, and Robert 
Trehy, replacing the ailing Alan 
Baker, gave another of his highly 
workman-like performances. 
Heather Thomson, the Fior- 
diligi, looked rather common. 
Her voice lacks the full low notes 
the role requires, and her tech- 
nique hasn't much of the neces- 
sary derring-do, but she manag- 
ed quite a respectable perfor- 
mance of her second aria. Karen 
Hunt, the Despina, isn’t a very 
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specific kind of actress, but she 
sang brightly except in her two 
disguise scenes, where, like bad 
Despinas everywhere, she 
adopted a very unmusical voice 
for comic effect. 

The tenor Harness was jolted 
last year into the kind of 
prominence his natural instru- 
ment deserves — he substituted 
for John Alexander in the per- 
formances of La Fille du Regi- 
ment in San Francisco that 
marked Beverly Sills’s return to 
the stage after her operation and 
became overnight a star — but if 
he wants to continue appearing 
in such prestigious contexts he 
needs to school himself much 
more thoroughly. A lot of his 
singing was sour and flat; he 
alone essayed ornament, but the 
high c-sharp he added in his first 
aria was no adornment. Maria 
Ewing made you forgive and for- 
get her carrying on every time 
she opened her mouth to sing. 
There was wonderful thrust in 
her first aria, a bewitching, flir- 
tatious half-voice in the second; 
in the ensembles she filled out 
her line like a great violist. 

Caldwell conducted fleetly, 
but she did not exact very pre- 
cise playing from her musicians. 
In order to create an orchestra 
that can play for her Opera New 
England Tours, she has let many 
of her best instrumentalists go, 
and the replacements, though 
willing, are not always able, 


* * * 

That Mozartian balance of 
humorous incident and the seri- 
ous psychological dilemmas that 
propel them is also the great ac- 
complishment — and the dif- 
ficult performance problem — of 
Benjamin Britten’s Albert Herr- 
ing. The opera is an English 
rural comedy about the coming- 
out of Albert Herring, a simple- 
minded shopkeeper tied to Mum 
by Oedipal apron-strings. When 
no village maiden proves suffi- 
ciently chaste to be May Queen, 
Albert becomes, mortifyingly, 
King of the May. Some ac- 
quaintances as a joke spike his 
lemonade with rum, which ulti- 


mately gives Albert the courage 
to tell his conventional elders 
just what they can go do to 
themselves. 

This-is a dangerously good 
choice for a student opera: the 
hazard of student operatic per- 
formances, of course, is that only 
the most exceptional singer of 
student age has any business at 
all tackling the great roles of the 
standard repertory. But Herring 
is a chamber piece, and many of 
the parts were, in fact, written 
for young singers; the theme is 
one with which they can easily 
identify. 

“Dangerous,” though, because 
nothing is as easy as it appears; 
the opera must not tumble over 
into caricature and_ slapstick. 
David Bartholomew, who direc- 
ted the New England Conserva- 
tory’s performances at the Whee- 
lock College Auditorium last 
week, avoided most of the traps; 
he found a pattern of movement 
for each village type that was as 
simple, natural, functional and 
fanciful as the patterns of wic- 
kerwork with which Eric Leven- 
son so charmingly furnished the 
stage. The comedy was toughen- 
ed by motivation, the serious 
moments beautifully lightened 
(during the threnody after the 
apparent death of Albert, each 
character held, in turn, Albert’s 
buffeted boater hat, each handl- 
ing it in a warmly amusing and 
characteristic way). 

The playing of the Conser- 
vatory Orchestra, presided over 
by Gunther Schuller, was even 
better than that of the English 
Opera Group on the composer’s 
recording. And both the singing 
and the acting were excellent 
throughout, the only exceptions 
being the hilarious but mala- 
propos Miss Wordsworth of 
Joyce Fields, who also under- 
sang, and the Lady Billows of 
Anne van Etten. This is the one 
part that requires a mature 
singer, and Ms. van Etten just 
couldn't align her unruly voice 
with the demands of the music. 

I especially liked the strongly 
sexual Mum of Beverly Morgan, 


the sympathetic Nancy of 
Valerie Walters (how clear her 
enunciation!), the dipsy Vicar of 
James Maddalena. Scott Mac- 
Allister, the Albert, didn’t seem 
slow-witted, but he commun- 
icated genuine sweetness of 
nature, and that you meet on- 
stage even less often than in real 
life. 


Handel’s IMENEO. 
Some years ago, Gluck’s Or- 
feo ed Euridice was the earliest 


rigmarole, hard to Handel 


opera (apart from specialized 
festival performances) you’d be 
likely to encounter on a stage. 
Since then, thanks to a thriving 
interest in Baroque music, the li- 
mit of the general repertory has 
been pushed back a century and 
a half so that the discerning op- 


eraphile can now sample works - 


that were once hardly more than 
footnotes in some musicologist’s 
doctoral dissertation. That New 
Yorkers have within the past two 
weeks witnessed stagings of Nic- 
colo Piccini’s Didon and Scar- 
latti’s Mitridate Eupatore would 
have been inconceivable just a 
few seasons back.’ 

So when the New England 


D’Anna Fortunato, Susan Larson, Thomas Olsen — a plot full of 


Chamber Opera announced a 
production of Handel’s Jmeneo 
at the Massachusetts College of 
Art (their home), the lure of dis- 
covering something so long-for- 
gotten proved irresistible. But as 
it turned out, this was not the 
missing link between Montever- 
di and Mozart, nor, in fact, did it 
do much to advance the cause of 
18th-century opera seria, that in- 
flexible form in which most of 
Handel’s stage works are cast. 
Actually, Handel called his 


Imeneo an operetta (the pro- 
gram tagged it a “Baroque Co- 
medy”’), and rarely has a more 
ramschackle rigmarole of a plot 
been passed off as entertain- 
ment, even in a genre where nut- 
ty plots are the rule. Suffice it to 
say that in Imeneo, A loves B, C 
loves B, and D loves C; the rest 
of the story entails sorting out 
various couplings and, as the he- 
roine ends up with the wrong 
man, the comedy seems at best 
unintentional. Through it all 
Handel parceled out an en- 


_ trancing series of arias, some he- 


roic, some lachrymose, and at 
least one duet in which the 
voices entwine with poignant re- 


signation; but by the final cur- 
tain at least one listener could 
only scratch his head and ask a 
befuddled “‘why?” 

The answer, of course, was 
that in Handel’s day these 
creaky dramas were redeemed by 
the spectacular singing of the va- 
rious virtuosi for whom they were 
composed, and Jmeneo had its 
share. The premiere in Dublin 
starred the divine Francesina, 
who, if you can believe the hy- 
perbole of 18th-century criti- 
cism, was only somewhat less 
gifted than Saint Cecilia. All the 
really successful Handel revi- 
vals of the past 10 years have 
featured some equivalent vocal 
marvel (like Joan Sutherland in 
the Dallas Alcina), but sung by 
anyone less stellar, the works can 
seem insufferably longwinded. 

NECOG could make only the 
limpest stab at the grand Baro- 
que manner. Heaven knows, 
their hearts were in it, but 
Thomas Olsen’s Imeneo was 


whiny when it should have trum- © 


peted; Stanley Wexler, embar- 
rassed perhaps by a Bride of 
Frankenstein wig, sounded chop- 
py; Susan Larson, though bedi- 
zened with jewels, sang without 
lustre, and so it went. A tiny 
chamber orchestra held forth un- 
der Philip Morehead’s direc- 
tion, making what. the program 
called ‘‘an approximation of 
what you might have heard in 
Handel’s time.” Well, that about 
says it all. 

On stage there was more atti- 
tudinizing than in a roomful of 
Guido Reni canvases. True, 
Handel’s operas require styliza- 
tion, but the mincing preciosity 
of this production was cloying 
beyond belief. There were also 
two extraneous door-stop black- 
amoors who delivered swords, 
helmets, cushions and masks 
whenever director Rafael de Ac- 
ha ran out of ideas. They were 
played by Swami Amrit and 
Swami Harideva from, respecti- 
vely, the Chaotic Meditation 
and Joy of Movement Center.

tradition are embarrassing. Yet 
the pretense of groups like the 


Jefferson Airplane that they. 


have nothing to do with show biz 
is also silly. Ferry displays the 
decorum and savoir-faire of an 
earlier class of entertainers, but 
his sidelong looks and vocal 
grandiloquence acknowledge 
that he’s deliberately playing in 
a rock band for the pleasure of a 
rock audience. For rock 
musicians, growing older is in- 
variably pathetic, and the con- 
cessions they must make to the 
entertainment world outside 
rock are usually humiliating. 
Ferry, on the other hand, makes 


no secret of his age and does not 


try to appear younger than he is. 
Indeed, much of his authority 
issues from his seniority; it in no 
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way undermines the impression 
he is trying to make. Everyone 
knows that Jimmy Page and 
John Lennon are over 30, but 
their demeanor tells us that they 
are still residing in the country of 
the young. Ferry is totally un- 
apologetic about being an adult. 
For all his contortions and 
double-entendres, it is from this 
that his dignity derives. 

An animated Bryan Ferry in 
the flesh had to be more elec- 
trifying than the inanimate 
Ferry of the solo albums, These 
Foolish Things and Another 
Time, Another Place. These he 
conceived as exercises in the play 
of form and content. “‘I have no 
more reverence for Bob Dylan 
than for Leslie Gore,’’ he 
asserted in my conversation with 
him. Nothing was too holy or too 
trivial for the uniform Ferry 
treatment. Gore’s “It’s My Par- 
ty’ was originally a clear in- 
stance of manufactured sinceri- 
ty, while Dylan’s “Hard Rain,” 


despite his later dismissal of all 
his protest music as oppor- 
tunistic, was the quintessential 
sincere Dylan song, having been 
written on the eve of the Cuban 
missile crisis. While Ferry claims 
to have disinterred only those 
songs toward which he felt 
warmly, the evidence is that a 
more systematic means of choos- 
ing was employed. Every major 
song-writing citadel of the 60s 
— Lennon-McCartney, Jagger- 
Richard, Bacharach-David, Gof- 
fin-King, Lieber-Stoler, Smok- 
ey Robinson — was stormed. 
These were realms over which he 
sought dominion. Despite the 
superficial obeisance to the past 
of these solo efforts, ‘“‘Deliver me 
from days of old’ was his fond 
wish, as it had been Chuck 
Berry’s. Ferry’s vibrato throttled 
the ancient treasures, defacing 
some, denaturing others, making 
all of them indelibly his own. 
That the singing style was at a 
distance from his heart did not 


mean it was a style in which he 
lacked an investment. Narcis- 
sists love their images, not ne- 
cessarily themselves. 
“Sincerity” seems an irrelevant 
criterion in Ferry’s case, since his 
art was one of juxtaposition, not 
nuance or interpretation. 

While the art school route is a 
common enough one for aspiring 
British pop musicians, Ferry is 
unusual in being a university 
graduate who practiced his art 
for a time. (Eno, formerly of 
Roxy Music and Ferry’s sworn 
antagonist, only went to art 
college, but took his studies es- 
pecially seriously. He became in- 
terested in music because it 
seemed able to accommodate 
ideas that were visual in origin.) 
Eno, who can neither paint, 
sculpt nor play an instrument, is 
naturally interested in grids, 
processes, continuums. Ferry, as 
an erstwhile painter and 
ceramicist, still has a weakness 
for the objet d'art, even when it 


is debased or denatured. 
Treating music, which is evanes- 
cent and impalpable, as an objet 
dart is strange, but Ferry’s solo 
ventures smack of it. He has 
taken the most direct conveyors 
of emotion from the past 10 years 
and attempted to transmit them 
purely into objects of contempla- 
tion. Like Duchamp, he paints 
moustaches on Mona Lisas (e.g., 
“Tracks of My Tears’). Like 
Claes Oldenburg, he constructs 
superbly burnished, monumen- 
tal bronze clothespins (e.g., “It’s 
My Party”). Pop music is in 
emotional terms the most 
utilitarian art form — it delivers 
what the public asks of it. Ferry 
deprives it of its function by 
either monumentalizing it or 
robbing it of its original form. 
Oddly enough, by making songs 
such* as “Piece of My Heart” 
opaque and empty, he is making 
them more approachable, no 
longer sanctified by sentimen- 
tality. For this audacity, border- 
ing on sacrilege, he should be 
thanked. 

I suppose the Ferry of the solo 
albums can also be seen as an 
avenging emissary of that other 
spirit of the ’60s, the chill, 
calculating competence of the 
best and the brightest, epitomiz- 
ed by Jack Kennedy’s mythical 
hero, James Bond — glib, well 
turned-out, but hollow. This 
Bond was put an end +to by the 
polymorphous perversity of the 
counterculture, so it seemed par- 
ticularly portentous that this ex- 
terminator should do a job on 
rock, the counterculture’s de- 
valued currency. A comparison 
with Eno offers itself. The Ferry 
of Things was an uptight, 
muscle-bound creature of ’60s 
hardware, like Bond; Eno is a 
sylphlike cybernaut of the ’70s 
whose use of technology 
transcends physical mastery and 
enters the realm of software — 
which is to say, information 
processing. (He electronically 
treats material after its formu- 
lation.) What Ferry does on 
Things is literally mechanical: 
he removes content or inserts it 
into a delineated, autonomous 
form. Bond/Ferry the operative, 
weighed down by his parapher- 
nalia, does battle with Eno/Dr. 
No, a master of force-fields, en- 
vironments — the new concep- 
tual arsenal of the 70s. 

Ferry’s solo albums were the 
advance guard for Roxy Music’s 
latest onslaught. Now that the 
pop cliches in other people’s 
hands have been sucked dry of 
meaning, the man with power of 
life or death can revivify them on 
his home ground. Country Life is 
an endearing album, largely be- 
cause it is so much more yielding . 
than its predecessors. It una- 
shamedly glues its ear to the 
murmurs of the heart, never 


| avoiding a cliche when it will do 


the job. “I can appreciate ba- 
nality,’ admits Ferry. ““So many 
cliches are true.” The self-serving | 
idiosyncracies of his voice — 
chiefly the untempered tremolo 
— he’s “now trying to control.” 
He has also from his solo al- 
bums developed a new respect 
for conventional instru- 
mentation; he is no longer so 
enamored of synthesizers. 
“Tryptich,’ an  out-of-context 
but moving hymn, employs 
oboes, recorders and _ harpsi- 
chord. It is also something of an 
experiment in design. In its or- 
ganization and stereo mix, it is 
intended to emulate the tripan- 


| elled religious paintings of its 


title: the left channel corre- 
sponds to the left panel, and so 
forth. The whole is meticulously 
worked out in a way that 
‘*Psalm”’ from Stranded was not.

fore admirably candid and dis- 
arming. In the same song, the 
needless reiteration of the re- 
frain, a simple piece of advice, 
after a promising buildup, is de- 
liciously spiteful. The Ferry 
mask has not been thrown away, 
but now fits a little more snugly, 
enabling the features behind it 
to alter its expression. The mask 
itself no longer conceals, only 
heightens.

Arrau probably learned this 
piece before Schnabel’s re- 
cordings. But Arrau did give us 
in the second movement a signi- 
ficant experience, one that com- 
pared favorably to the profound 
half-hour Rudolf Serkin’s opus 
111 proviaed some months back. 

Arrau’s enthusiasts called him 
back several times, but unlike 
Moravec he hadn’t a bagful of 
encores at the ready. 

* * 

Two new recordings of young 
men’s versions of the four Cho- 
pin Scherzos are as different as 
can be. Garrick Ohlsson (Angel) 
dissects these imaginative, often 
wild pieces, finding new meaning 
in old detail, emphasizing 
patterns one hadn’t heard be- 
fore. He apparently did to these 
works what his contemporaries, 
Murray Perahia and Maurizio 
Pollini, did to Chopin’s two so- 
natas and to the Etudes, respec- 
tively: he rethought the music. 
What we get, then, is altogether 
fresh. True, Ohlsson’s occasion- 
al hammering makes the sound 
spiky, and in spotlighting some 
lines and repetitions he waxes di- 
dactic, but that hardly lessens 
the worth of this release. On the 
second new disc, Antonio Bar- 
bosa cooks the Scherzos into a 
rich offering, high in saturated 
fats (Connoisseur). Though tra- 
dition is behind it, this is not 
exactly how I like Chopin. The 
music, in any event, shows no 
strain; it’s more suave and po- 
werful, self-important, 
than as played by Ohlsson, who 
wouldn't dream of such large, af- 
fected rubatos. If you can afford 
both records, you’re pretty well 
set. (With Angel you receive a 
beautifully gauged Fantasia in f 
minor; Connoisseur throws in 
two enchanting Liszt transcrip- 
tions of Chopin songs.) 

Speaking of transcriptions: 
Archiv is releasing versions Beet- 
hoven made for other instru- 
ments of some of his works; the 
first to appear is the Symphony * 
no. 2 turned into a fine piece of 
chamber music, the piano trio 
opus 36. Beethoven shrunk his 
larger work with much ingenui- 
ty, not just by repeating the 
parts in miniature. (This record 
is filled out with a Haydn g ma- 
jor piano sonata expanded by the 
composer into a string trio.) 

Another Archiv release gives 
further proof to Charles Rosen’s 
observation that Liszt, despite 
his frequent vulgarity, under- 
stood Beethoven better than any 
other composer of his ‘genera- 
tion, for it contains a first recor- 
ding of his piano transcription of 
Beethoven's Eighth, from 
around 1863. Liszt made these to 


bring culture to the boondocks, . 


but however motivated, his ma- 
gical way of replicating an or- 
chestra’s sound on one piano for 
two hands is astonishing. Leon- 
ard Hokanson is the able, some- 
what pretentious pianist. 

Such transcriptions enrich the 
original — so much is clarified 
even if the performance isn’t 
first-rate. I found this to be true 
as I read the Ninth and listened 
to the Contigula brothers’ rather 
dull playing of Liszt’s four-hand 
piano transcription (Connois- 
seur). Glenn Gould has re- 
marked that Bach played on the 
Moog by Walter Carlos becomes 
more lucid than one could even 
intuit; and Virgil Thomson once 
observed to me that however 
willful Gould’s own rendition of 
the Liszt piano transcription of 
Beethoven’s Fifth (Columbia) 
was, you never hear the work ex- 
posed like that. For instruction, 
such an x-ray is unbeatable. 

Of a different order of appre- 
ciation entirely is the flip side of 
the Archiv Liszt/Beethoven 
Eighth: “Melodies from sym- 
phonies and sonatas of Beetho- 
ven, arranged as songs for one 
voice” by one Friedrich Silcher, 
done around 1840 (again for pur- 
poses of bourgeois dissemin- 
ation). These are all the tunes 
you know so well — “Harmony 
House World’s Greatest Classi- 


cal Music” 135 years ago. Bad 
taste is timeless: ‘‘Pathetique,” 
slow movement — or is it the one 
from the “Appassionata’? No, 
the Fifth Symphony’s! The ly- 
rics are about what you’d expect 
from mid-19th-century German 
Romanticism: “Yours in pain 
and joy, forever.” The songs in- 
dicate that Silcher (who meant 
well, the notes tell us) misun- 
derstood Beethoven’s phrasing, 
among other things; as _ text- 
settings they are absurdly clum- 
sy. Hermann Prey sings each one 
with customary magnificence. If 
you play this at parties, every- 
one will feel better about Tel- 
star versions of the “Ode to Joy” 
or “Jesu, Joy of Man’s De- 
siring.”” 


James Levine, the up-and- 
coming young conductor, leads 
the London Symphony in a ro- 
bust, coherent performance of 
Mahler’s Symphony no. 1 
(RCA). However, I prefer the 
even more settled quality of 
Horenstein (get the Advent cas- 
sette for the sound) or Walter 
(Odyssey). Leonard Bernstein 
has another go at Das Lied (Co- 
lumbia), this time live in Israel, 
with that country’s Philhar- 
monic more or less behind Chris- 
ta Ludwig and Rene Kollo. The 
sound is rather flat,*but the per- 
formance’s heat warms one any- 
way. 

Also on Columbia is a new re- 
cording ‘of the Liszt B Minor So- 
nata in a massive performance 


by the young Soviet virtuoso 
Aleksander Slobodyanik that 
holds up well to strong and 
brisker competition. Only a bad 
side-break mars one’s listening. 
Filling the record out, the Hun- 
garian Rhapsody no. 6 is tamer. 

Erich Wolfgang Korngold 
(1897-1957) is known today 
mostly for his superb film scores 
(The Sea Hawk, Of Human Bon- 
dage and dozens of others). But 
he was a child prodigy, labeled a 
young Mozart, admired by Wag- 
ner, Strauss, Reger, Nikisch; by 
the time he was in his mid-30s, 
he was deemed as important and 
influential composer as Schoen- 
berg (at least in one newspa- 
per’s poll). At 13 he wrote a 
rambling sonata that remains 
oddly compelling today even if 
one forgets its composer’s age. 
Glenn Gould rightly points out 
in his typically synthetic liner 


notes that the piece jaws too 
much (it seeks to “take us by 
force of fingers alone’’), but the 
mobile harmonies present di- 
verting aural puzzles, and there 
is considerable wit in the ending. 
Antonin Kubalek is the sympa- 
thetic performer (Genesis). A 
more charming side of the com- 
poser can be heard on a new Or- 
ion release of his quiet violin-pi- 
ano sonata and the famous four 
pieces from Much Ado about No- 
thing (Endre Granat, violin; Ha- 
rold Gray, piano). 

One hundred years before 
Korngold, another prodigy, Carl 
Czerny, pupil of Beethoven, 
teacher of Liszt, labored prolifi- 
cally in the shadow of great con- 
temporaries. He wrote solid, de- 
rivative music that has its mo- 
ments of flash, one’s memories of 
childhood keyboard exercises 
notwithstanding. Hilde Somer, 


famous for her light-show Scria- 
bin (and for more respectable 
pursuits in the contemporary re- 
pertory), premieres on Genesis a 
simple Czerny sonata and a vex- 
ing set of variations, rendered 
with drama and complete 
aplomb. (Don’t take too serious- 
ly Nicolas Slonimsky’s defen- 
sive liner notes.) This disc, soun- 
ding ds it does like Mendelssohn 
or early Beethoven, would close 
off nicely the two-record set on 
Columbia of classical sonatinas 
(hefty portions of Kuhlau and 
Clementi, along with familiar 
Beethoven and Mozart, and one 
entry each from Haydn and Dus- 
sek), all played coolly by 
Philippe Entremont. Lots of 
good craftsmanship here and 
more, but these albums do help 
to explain why we don’t hear the 
unfamiliar composers as often as 
the ones we all know.

dle of side four: “Welcome’”’ and 
“Sensation” are weak songs, and 
Russell doesn’t do much more 
than illustrate them (although, 
as the ‘‘sensation,’”» Tommy 
spends the entire number in 
midair‘on a glider, startling peo- 
ple below him). It is only then, 
with Tommy aloft, that the pic- 
ture paradoxically touches down 
and becomes representational, 
almost naturalistic. In a way, 


this adds to the suspense; if you 
recall how the original trailed 
off, you can’t help wondering 
how on earth Russell can end his 
movie. He doesn’t end it on earth 
— that’s the solution. He and 
the film ascend with Tommy to 
the pure, primal level on which 
so remarkably much of the film 
takes place. 

If the original Tommy was a 
landmark in its way, this version 
is even more so. Just as that was 
the most successful sustained 
rock ’n’ roll of its time, so is this 
the most visceral and vigorous 
cinema to be found anywhere 
these days, save perhaps in the- 


aters that play Russell’s previ- 
ous works. It is, in the end, the 
sheer energy and originality of 
this Tommy that overpower. 
Tommy works at touching 
nerves, at eliciting feeling ra- 
ther than provoking thought. 
The technique looks obvious; it’s 
right out front, and yet exami- 
nation is impossible in the face 
of anything this thrilling. Rus- 
sell makes films the way an ex- 
traordinarily nimble boxer wins 
fights; you see the footwork, feel 
the blows, think you follow every 
move. And yet, when it’s over, 
you're never quite sure what hit 
yau.
